Council eyes

Discussion concerning a disaster 
alert warning system for Washington 
C. H. and the immediate vicinity of the 
city took the spotlight during the 
regular semi-monthly meeting of 
Washington C. H. City Council Wed­ 
nesday night. 
, 
Council members also approved four 
pieces of emergency legislation and 
heard a number of miscellaneous 
reports during the meeting which 
lasted just over an hour. 
City Council members, in light of the 
tornado which devastated the neigh­ 
boring community of Xenia just a week 
ago, have become concerned with the 
ability of Washington C. H. to respond 
in the event of a similar disaster. 
City Manager Dan Wolford informed 
Council members that the city pur­ 
chased a large wailing warning siren in 
1962. The siren, which is located in the 
bell tower atop the Courthouse 
building, apparently is in proper

Joseph “Jock” Yablonski. 
The case goes to the jury of nine men 
and three women after the charge by 
Common Pleas Judge Francis J. Ca­ 
tania. 
Testimony against the 72-year-old 
Boyle wound up Wednesday, and op­ 
posing lawyers summed up their 
versions of the evidence produced by 58 
prosecution and nine defense wit­ 
nesses. 
Special Prosecutor Richard A. 
Sprague, frequently pointing an ac­ 
cusing finger at the defendant, 
demanded a first-degree murder 
conviction which carries an automatic 
sentence of life imprisonment. 
But chief defense counsel Charles F. 
Moses asked for acquittal on grounds 
there was insufficient evidence and a 
“reasonable doubt” as to Boyle’s guilt. 
The Yablonskis were slain Dec. 31, 
1969, as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville home in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. The killings occurred 
three weeks after Yablonski lost a 
bitter battle to win 
the 
UMW 
presidency from Boyle—an election 
later set aside by a federal court as 
fraudulent. 
The styles of Sprague and Moses in 
their closing remarks to the jury was a 
study in contrasts: 
—Sprague was 
loud, 
strident, 
hammering, outraged by the “willful, 
deliberate premeditated murders” of 
Yablonski, his wife and daughter which 
Sprague claimed Boyle originated to 
retain his tight grip on the 200,000- 
member union. 
—Moses 
was 
soft-spoken, 
philosophical, Bible-quoting, insisting 
that lies by confessed murderers, 
embezzlers, burglars ware the back­ 
bone of the prosecution case. 
Sprague has pursued the Yablonskis’ 
killers almost from the day their bodies 
were discovered on Jan. 5,1970, and, so 
far, has wrung guilty pleas or convicted 
eight defendants. Now, at the end of the 
line, he wanted Boyle. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The White 
House today made a last-minute offer 
to provide some of the tapes requested 
by the House Judiciary Committee for 
its impeachment inquiry, but it ap­ 
peared to come too late to head off a 
subpoena for all the tapes requested. 
“It’s a little late to make a deal,” 
said Rep. Robert Kastenmeier, D-Wis., 
after committee counsel John Doar told 
of a last-minute telephone call from 
President Nixon’s counsel. 
Doar said James St. Clair said he 
would be willing to give the committee 
within the next few days a number of 
specific conversations between Presi­ 
dent Nixon and his chief aides that the 
committee believes relate to the 
Watergate cover-up. 
However, St. Clair’s offer did not 
cover a number of other tapes the 
committee asked for. 
As soon as Doar completed his 
discussion of St. Clair’s phone call a 
resolution authorizing the committee to 
issue a subpoena for everything cov­ 
ered by the request was put before the 
committee. It appeared to have solid 
support of the Democratic majority. 
Doar said that in his talk with St. 
Clair the White House lawyer did not 
indicate whether Nixon would comply 
with a subpoena. 
The confrontation that has been 
building since Feb. 25 when the request 
was made, became all but certain 
Wednesday after the White House said 
it would not decide until after April 22 
what it would give to the committee. 
The White House position, spelled out 
in a letter from James D. St. Clair, 
President Nixon’s counsel, antagonized 
committee members of both parties 
and a wide segment of the House. 
“I think it was offensive to the 
House,” said Rep. Edward Hutchinson, 
R-Mich., the senior Republican on the 
committee.

tapes, which cover conversations be­ 
tween Nixon and his aides that the 
committee thinks relate to the 
Watergate break-in and cover-up. 
Even among those who support

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — With the initial 
cleanup of debris from main streets 
and state property completed, 800 Ohio 
National Guard troops pulled out of 
tornado-stricken Xenia and nearby 
Wilberforce today. 
They were replaced by 178 fresh 
troops of the 323rd Military Police Co. 
at Napoleon and Defiance who will help 
law enforcement agencies maintain 
security and control traffic at least 
through next Sunday. 
Meanwhile, demolition of the most 
badly damaged buildings here was 
scheduled to begin today. Officials said 
the first buildings to be torn down 
would be those that presented a hazard 
to the public.

Passman group 
offers million 
for Nixon papers

An April storm that buried the Salt 
Lake region under 2 feet of snow 
swirled into the northwestern Plains 
today. 
While only 2 inches of snow fell in 
parts of Wyoming during the night, 
winter storm warnings advised that 
cold rain and wet snow would spread 
across the northern and west-central 
Plains. 
In the Salt Lake region, one death 
was attributed to the storm Wednesday 
when a Clearfield, Utah, woman was 
electrocuted as she backed her car into 
power lines downed by the heavy snow. 
School classes were cancelled, and 
there was a possibility of flooding today 
when temperatures were expected to 
rise. 
To the south of the storm, a tornado 
watch for the southcentral Plains was 
in effect through the night after one 
twister was spotted in the Texas 
Panhandle near Wellington. 
There were no reports of damage or 
injuries. 
Strong winds in Southern California 
gusted up to 70 miles per hour in the 
Tehachapi Mountains, while winds up 
to 40 m.p.h. blew through Utah, South 
Dakota and Texas. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Otto E. 
Passm an, D-La., says a former 
Louisiana governor is among a syn­ 
dicate of businessmen who have of­ 
fered President Nixon $1 million for his 
controversial vice presidential papers. 
Passman disclosed Wednesday that 
the one-time governor, James A. Noe, 
had wired him asking to be included for 
$100,000 in any syndicate being formed 
to buy the papers. 
The congressman said the syndicate 
has offered to provide at once a 
cashier’s check for $100,000 and pay the 
balance of the $1 million within 15 days 
after acceptance. 
Passman himself is not among the 
syndicate but said the group had ap­ 
proached him through a special 
assistant at his home office in Monroe, 
La.

Arab terrorists seize 
village; Israelis slain

TEL AVIV (AP) - Three Arab 
terrorists slipped across the mountain 
frontier from Lebanon early today, 
seized an Israeli apartment building 
and opened fire on men, women and 
children, but Israeli forces wiped the 
guerrillas out, the military command 
said. 
The state radio said at least IO 
Israelis were killed, mostly women and 
children, and IO soldiers, police and 
civilians were wounded in the frontier 
settlement of Qiryat Shmonah, less 
than a mile from the Lebanese border. 
Military sources said Israeli troops 
blasted the guerrillas with heavy 
Political uncertainty 
spreads in Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel faced 
months of political uncertainty today in 
the wake of Premier Golds Meir’s 
resignation, and there was no in­ 
dication of the government that would 
emerge. 
Officials of Mrs. Meir’s ruling Labor 
Alignment said she would stay on as 
head of a caretaker government until 
new elections, or until a replacement 
cabinet could be formed. Either one 
could take months. 
The political upheaval and the 
fragility of a lame-duck government 
could weaken Israel’s hands in the 
negotiations with Syria for a with­ 
drawal of Israeli forces on the Golan 
Heights, political analysts suggested. 
Worn out by increasing controversy 
over whether Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan should share the blame for 
Israil’s initial setbacks in the October 
war, Mrs. Meir, who will be 76 in three 
weeks, told the leaders of her party 
Wednesday night: “I can no longer 
bear the burden . . .I have reached the 
end of the road.” 
Mrs. Meir officially tendered her 
resignation 
today 
to 
President 
Ephraim Katzir. The meeting with the 
ceremonial head of state followed a 
special session of Mrs. Meir’s cabinet. 
Katzir praised Mrs. Meir for “her 
work and devotion to the rise and 
development of the state.” 
He told reporters he thought Mrs. 
Meir would remain as head of the 
caretaker government but would not 
try to form another cabinet. 
The president said he would im­ 
mediately begin calling in party 
leaders to discuss the formation of a 
new government. 
It was the second time in 39 days that 
Mrs. Meir announced she was quitting, 
but this time it was generally believed 
that she meant it. 
“Don’t try to change my mind, it 
won’t help,” she told the party caucus, 
and complained about political rivals 
“who say I am only driven by lust for 
power.” 
Noting the wave of dissent following 
the loss of more than 2,500 men in the 
October war, she warned: “We cannot 
ignore public feeling...The atmosphere 
created around the government has 


made it impossible for the government 
to handle all the problems facing us.” 
A 
m ember of the 
immigrant 
Establishment that has dominated 
Israel since its birth in 1948, Mrs. Meir 
has led the government since 1969. 
The future of Dayan, the onetime 
public idol, was unclear. The charge 
that he, Mrs. Meir and other Labor 
leaders were to blame because the 
Arab attack in October took the armed 
forces by surprise was the major factor 
in the setback the ruling party suffered 
in the general election Dec. 31. 
President Katzir could designate a 
political leader to form a government, 
but Labor party leaders said new 
elections were inevitable. 
Steel pact 
agreem ent

WASHINGTON (AP) — With the 
usual llth-hour frenzy of previous 
negotiations missing, steel industry 
bargainers indicate they are near 
agreement on a new three-year con­ 
tract for 350,000 workers. 
Sources close to the talks between the. 
United Steelworkers and the IO major 
steel companies say the negotiators 
have agreed “to try and wrap it up” 
today. 
Although the sources caution that 
some problems remain, the union has 
called its Basic Steel Industry Con­ 
ference with representatives from 832 
locals to a I p.m. EDT meeting for a 
report on the negotiations. The 600- 
member conference has authority to 
ratify a tentative agreem ent or 
recommend turning over unresolved 
issues to a panel of arbitrators. 
A historic bargaining agreement 
signed a year ago eliminated the 
possibility of a nationwide steel strike 
this year. 
In return for giving up the right to 
strike, the USW was guaranteed wage 
increases of at least 3 per cent in each 
year of the new contract. 


recoilless rifle fire aimed at the cap­ 
tured apartment building. But the 
guerrillas’ command said the terrorists 
blew up themselves and hostages they 
had taken in accordance with in­ 
structions. 
The Israeli radio reported that the 
Arabs had thrown children from the 
windows of the apartment building, but 
the report was not confirmed. 
It was the most daring guerrilla 
mission inside Israel since the Tel Aviv 
airport massacre 23 months ago. 
The Arabs first seized control of an 
empty school and then moved to the 
apartment building. The state radio 
said they fired submachine guns and 
threw grenades into the apartments as 
they shot their way up to the fourth 
floor in a trail of blood. 
Israeli troops and Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan rushed to the moun­ 
tainside town, and just over four hours 
after the raid began a military source 
said, “It is all over.” Heavy explosions 
shook the building as the Israeli troops 
stromed it. 
The bodies of Israeli civilians were 
found in the doorways of their apart­ 
ments and childrens’ bullet-torn corp­ 
ses lay on the stairway of the building, 
the radio said. 
The guerrillas were carrying ex­ 
plosive charges with their Russian- 
made assault rifles, and the room 
where they barricaded themselves 
exploded when the Israelis opened fire 
and rushed the building, the radio said. 
The 
blasted bodies of the 
three 
guerrillas were found inside. 
The group's command in Lebanon 
said, “Our men carried out their in­ 
structions. They set off explosive belts 
they wore for the operation when the 
enemy tried to storm the building they 
were holding. They died along with 
their hostages.” 
The group, the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine General 
Command, earlier demanded the 
release of IOO guerrillas from Israeli 
prisons, including the Japanese Red 
Army man who survived the massacre 
at Israel’s international airport.

Former Nixon aide gets 30 days 


WINONA, Miss. (AP) — A 14-year- 
old boy said he shot and killed his 
mother and stepfather because they 
wouldn’t let him watch a television 
gangster movie, authorities reported. 
“I knew the boy,” said Grenada 
County Deputy Sheriff Doyle Nail. “He 
was very quiet...one of the finest kids 
you’d ever meet in your life. He was 
polite and friendly in every way. 
The boy, Charles Forrest, was in jail 
today pending charges in the Tuesday 
night deaths of his stepfather, Charles 
Windfield, 47, and his mother, Mary 
Jane Windfield, 39. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Herbert L. 
Porter, who handled the surrogate 
speakers program in President Nixon’s 
1972 re-election campaign, was sen­ 
tenced today to serve 30 days in a fed­ 
eral correctional institution for lying to 
the FBI in its Watergate investigation. 
Porter, who will be 36 on Saturday, is 
the fourth former White House aide 
who has been sentenced to prison but 
the sentence was the lightest of any. 
The charge carried a maximum five 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine but a 
lawyer from the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
said Porter’s involvement in the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up was “less in degree 
than others who pleaded guilty to 
felony charges.” 
Porter, who now works in his father- 
in-law’s small construction business at 
Laguna Niguel, Calif., had admitted to 
the Senate Watergate Committee that 
he also gave perjured testimony to the 
S 


grand jury and at the 1973 Watergate 
break-in trial. 
He said he agreed to the lie “because 
of the fear of group pressure that would 
ensue, of not being a team player.” 
The false story concerned money he 
gave to G. Gordon Liddy, the alleged 
mastermind of the Watergate break-in. 
Porter said deputy campaign director 
Jeb. S. Magruder had ordered him to 
give money to Liddy for “dirty tricks,” 
and that he turned over some $35,000. 
At the end of June 1972, some ll or 12 
days after the break-in at Democratic 
Party headquarters, Porter said 
Magruder told him that “dirty tricks” 
would sound bad to investigators and 
asked that they concoct a cover story. 
Porter said he agreed to say he gave 
Liddy $100,000 for hiring IO college 
students for IO months at $1,000 a

See party reform 
faulty in practice 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Seeking 
insurance against future Watergates, 
political reformers are urging 1976 
presidential nominees to do their 
campaign 
business 
through 
the 
Republican and Democratic national 
committees. 
The theory is that management, or at 
least supervision, by regular party 
organizations and leaders would guard 
against the kind of abuses that marked 
President Nixon’s 1972 re-election 
campaign. 
But there is a flaw: the way the 
system works, in a presidential year a 
party’s nominee for the White House 
decides who is going to run the party 
organization anyhow. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford has 
proposed that 1976 GOP candidates 
agree in advance that they will not set 
up special campaign committees 
without specific approval of the party. 
A House Republican study panel has 
said that “a strong national party 
would help curb some of the excesses 
that have been witnessed during the 
past few years and would make it 
easier 
for 
the 
public 
to 
isolate 
responsibility for illegal actions...” 
But presidential candidates build 
their personal political organizations 
as they campaign through the primary 
elections, seeking White House nomi­ 
nation. At that stage, the regular party 
organization is theoretically neutral. 
The pattern has been for the personal 


organization of the winner to take over 
in the fall and run the national cam­ 
paign. 
The presidential nominee tra ­ 
ditionally chooses the top leadership of 
his p arty’s national 
committee. 
Committee members from the 50 states 
elect their chairman — but in practice, 
they 
ratify 
the 
choice 
of 
the 
presidential nominee. 
Neither party committee had much 
to say about the 1972 presidential 
campaign. As always, the clout was 
where the presidential nominees put it. 
And as usual, there was friction bet­ 
ween state party organizations and the 
campaign committees set up by the 
candidates. 
In an era of political specialization 
and increasingly lengthy and expensive , 
presidential campaigns, the pattern 
has been one of management and 
control by the candidate s men, not the 
permanent party structure. 
All of this suggests that a long term 
solution to the problem of presidential 
campaign control is going to take more 
than persuasion aimed at candidates. 
One proposal is part of the public 
campaign finance bill now before the. 
Senate. It would allow a presidential 
nominee to set up his own organization 
to run the campaign — but the chair­ 
man, or someone he designates, would 
have to endorse every expenditure of 
over $1,000 in public funds.

Dunlop sees 
inflation

WASHINGTON (AP) — Director 
John T. Dunlop of the Cost of Living 
Council says the lifting of economic 
controls could appreciably offset Nixon 
administration forecasts of slowed 
inflation. 
“I don’t want to be associated in any 
way with predictions for the second 
half of the year,’’ Dunlop said Wednes­ 
day when asked by reporters whether 
he concurred with the administration 
prognosis of a slower rate of inflation 
during that period. 
He noted that lifting of all controls on 
April 30 would release suppressed costs 
of some major products, including cop­ 
per and steel. 
“The impact of that In June or July » 
going to be appreciable,” Dunlop said. 
He warned again that costs in the 
health and construction industries, 
which Dunlop had hoped to keep under 
controls after April 30, will increase 
sharply. 
Dunlop said the lifting of controls 
may come at the same time Congress is 
considering a national health insurance 
program which would include cost- 
restraining provisions and also tend to 
promote a major surge in demand for 
health services. 
He said this would “fuel the fires of 
inflation enormously.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Banknote 
serial numbers appear to contradict 
the sworn testimony of Texas attorney 
Jake Jacobsen about a $10,000 fund 
earm arked for form er Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally, according 
to sources familiar with the case. 
Two sources said the serial numbers 
indicate the money was not in cir­ 
culation at the time Jacobsen swore it 
went into a bank safe-deposit box. 
Jacobsen has pleaded innocent to a 
perjury indictment that charges him 
with lying to a Watergate grand jury by 
saying the money stayed in the box for 
2% years, until taken out in the 
presence of an FBI agent last Nov. 27. 
Watergate investigators suspect the 
money may have been intended for 
Connally in return for his help in get­ 
ting President Nixon to raise milk price 
supports in 1971. 
And colum nist Jack Anderson 
reported this week that FBI agents 
working for the Watergate special 
prosecutor have evidence that Connally 
pocketed the $10,000, then hastily re­ 
turned it after the dairy group came 
under investigation. 
Connally has denied receiving any 
bribe. 


The original $10,000 was taken from 
the corporate account of Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., the nation’s 
largest dairyfarmer cooperative, a few 
weeks after Nixon raised the support 
level in March 1971. Jacobsen said it 
was offered to Connally not as a bribe 
but for use in making political dona­ 
tions. 
Jacobsen said he offered the money 
to Connally twice but that Connally 
refused it and the $10,000 lay untouched 
in a safedeposit box. 
Sources say the banknote serial 
numbers indicate it is impossible for 
Jacobsen’s account to be true, because 
the bills are too new to have been in 
circulation when Jacobsen says they 
went into the box. 
Consequently, Jacobsen’s lawyer is 
reported ready to bargain with 
prosecutors for a reduced charge in 
return for a guilty plea and cooperation 
in giving future testimony. 
But chances for such a bargained 
misdemeanor plea, which might allow 
Jacobsen to continue practicing law, 
are thought to be dim because the law 
provides nothing less than felony 
charges for lying under oath. 
2nd-class citizenship seen 
for targets of IRS audits

Some 
Internal Revenue Service options for 
dealing with taxpayers deny them due 
process and condemn them to second- 
class citizenship, a former IRS attor­ 
ney says. 
Clyde R. Maxwell of Newport Beach, 
Calif., testified Wednesday before a 
Senate appropriations subcommittee. 
Maxwell, who was an IRS attorney 
for 13 years, said a section of the 
Justice Department maintains a list of 
persons who allegedly participate in 
organized crime. 
If a name goes on the list, the per­ 
son’s affairs come under an IRS strike 
force’s 
scrutiny, 
including 
an 
examination of his tax returns, tapping 
of telephones and surveillance. 
“In effect, he becomes a second-class 
citizen whose affairs are not private. 
The usual reviews of criminal tax cases 


by (IRS and the Justice Department) 
are aborted in ‘strike force’ cases and 
often a taxpayer has no chance to 
explain his innocence before he is in­ 
dicted and jailed,’’ Maxwell said. 
Individuals “somehow” get onto the 
list who merely know or have spoken to 
some figure linked with organized 
crime, Maxwell said. 
Under questioning by Sen. Joseph M. 
Montoya, D-N.M., Maxwell said there 
are “many people on this list (who) 
have never been convicted of a crime. 
We don’t know how that list is made 
up.” 
He also said individual tax returns 
are available 
to any government 
agency upon request despite the fact 
they are supposed to be confidential. 
He said all it takes for an agency to get 
a 
tax return is a 
presidential 
declaration.

Solar heating, 
cooling expensive 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Engineers at Battelle Memorial 
Institute peg the cost of heating and 
cooling homes on power from the sun at 
some $8,000 higher than conventional 
systems. 
But by 1985, the figure could be 
trimmed to $5,000, said James A. 
Eibling, manager of the institute solar 
energy program. 
“It may be a close proposition,” 
Eibling says, if prices continue to soar 
for commonly used fuels. 
Looking conservatively at the growth 
of solar heating for residential use, he 
says in the next decade demonstration 
projects probably will be limited to fed­ 
erally funded programs. 
A bill cosponsored by U.S. Rep. 
Chalmers P. Wylie, R-Ohio, passed in 
the House Feb. 14 to fund projects 
collecting sun power. 
The experiments will have to result 
in some improvements in the solar 
systems now on the drawing boards, 
the manager said. 
“Even if you show a homeowner that 
in 20 years he gets his money back from 
solar heating, it won’t make much 
difference,” he said. 
If solar systems are on the mass 
production lines by 1985, a favorable 


cost difference could exist, the Battelle 
expert said. Cost-cutting will have to be 
in materials, he said. 
In those sun-powered houses of the 
future now in design at Battelle, water 
circulates in tubes through a lignt- 
absorbent section of the roof. 
About 1,000 gallons of water heated at 
200 degrees would be routed into 
storage tanks. In cool seasons, a fan 
blowing air through a radiator fueled 
by the warm water would heat the 
house. 
Cooling systems would operate on an 
absorption unit using heat from the 
water •— a principle already employed 
in propane-fueled refrigerators. 
Eibling says chemical substitutes 
could extend the power of the system 
since water retains heat from the sun 
only three to four days. 
And he said the system could be more 
efficient with perfection of a solar heat 
pump. When skies are clear and solar 
energy plentiful, a pump could 
generate additional electricity to light 
a home. 
Eibling, also head of U.S. par­ 
ticipation in the International Solar 
Energy Society, says in the next cen­ 
tury solar systems will be common 
unless nuclear fusion is harnessed 
sooner than expected.

No great credit to Nixon 


Another View 


No matter how one looks at the 
presidential tax case. President 
Nixon does not come out of it very 
well. 
The most favorable thing to be 
said in his behalf is that he has 
forthrightly kept his promise to 
abide by the findings of the Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation. 
Both the com m ittee's highly 
respected staff and the Internal 
Revenue Service itself came to the 
conclusion, on going over Mr. 
Nixon’s income tax returns filed 
during his presidency, that he has a 
liability of close to half a million 


dollars in tax and interest as a result 
of impermissible deductions. 
Fraud is ruled out by both IRS and 
the committee, but the overriding 
fact remains that the President owes 
— and undertakes to pay at once —* 
an amount which the White House 
says will leave him “almost totally 
wiped out” financially. 


This may occasion sympathy for 
the President. It does not foster a 
very high regard for his role in this 
matter. 
Either he relied wholly on his tax 
lawyers and had no knowledge of 
what was done, as the White House 


contends, or (as the tax attorney 
Frank DeMarco Jr. maintains) he 
did go over the returns himself with 
some care and knew what was in 
them. 
In the first case he might be 
charged with careless delegation of 
authority; if he did oversee the 
returns one might deem him in­ 
sensitive to the concept that a 
president should take exceptional 
pains to take no questionable 
deductions. 
In either case, the President does 
not emerge from the situation with 
great credit in the eyes of the public.

The President’s tax mistake 


WASHINGTON — Why does the 
President have so many incompetent 
advisers? 
This question was put rather wist­ 
fully by a Republican still holding of­ 
fice in the administration when it was 
revealed that Mr. Nixon must pay 
$476,000 for tax deficiencies. 
That is not the real question. Why, it 
must be asked, has the President 
surrounded himself with so many 
misfits and incompetents, with the tax 
judgment only the last of a series of 
damning revelations? 
In the final analysis the respond 
sibility is his and this will surely be 
taken into consideration by the House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
in 
their 
deliberation 
over 
a 
bill 
of 
im­ 
peachment. 
Every single step the President took 
with respect to his taxes over a four- 
year period was in error. He himself is 
a lawyer and he should have given 
more than a cursory look at his returns 
showing such a huge deduction for the 
gift of his vice presidential papers. 
Those papers, including a number of 
newspaper clippings, seem to have 
been a kind of catch-all of uncertain 
value. 


HIS ANNOUNCEMENT on Dec. 8 
calling on the joint tax committee of 
Congress to review his returns with a 
promise to abide by the committee’s 
finding was a cardinal mistake. That 
was a privilege open to no other tax­ 
payer. 
If he had simply let the reviewing 
process of the Internal Revenue Ser­ 


vice take its course, as it would have 
with any other citizen in the same 
situation, he could have contested the 
finding of IRS before the tax court. 
Once he had publicly pledged to follow 
the congressional committee’s report 
to the letter, this option was foreclosed. 
The President’s personal misfor­ 
tunes to one side, the blow to the in- 
tegrety of the tax system is of real 
concern. If it had not been for the 
revelation by the Providence Journal 
that the President for two years paid 
only miniscule amounts of tax on an 
income well over $200,000, the whole 
matter might never have come to light. 
The IRS was in the first instance only 
too happy to play shut-eye with the 
Nixon returns. After what must surely 
have been a perfunctory audit, a high 
IRS official wrote the President 
complimenting him on the care shown 
in the preparation of his tax returns. 
That official, William D. Winters, has 
since been promoted. 


THE INTEGRITY of the income tax 
system has been a rock on which many 
crooks have foundered. They might get 
away with their criminality in the 
courts or by bribing officials. 
But if they failed to pay federal tax on 
their ill-gotten gains the chances were 
close to IOO per cent that they would end 
in prison. Such prohibition ear 
overlords as Al Capone were found 
guilty of failing to pay their tax and got 
stiff jail sentences. 
If the system cracks in cynical 
disbelief, one of the remaining strong 


points of law enforcement will go with 
it. Wthout conviction of honesty and 
unflinching enforcement it will not be 
workable since even an army of en­ 
forcing agents could not police 70 
million or 80 million returns. 
This week you and I and 81 million 
others will file individual income tax 
returns. The report persists, despite 
IRS playing the possibility down, that 
taxpayers this time will squeeze out 
every possible deduction and revenue 
will fall below expectations. 
They will be following the Nixon 
example with his return showing 
claimed deductions for flowers sent to 
funerals and other such petty business. 


LET’S FACE IT, the income tax is a 
curse making us into a nation of 
bookkeepers. But at least it has been 
kept honest unlike the tax in France 
and Italy where the taxpayer is 
assessed a certain amount and he then 
proceeds to bargain with the collector 
to get the best possible deal. With 
political pull, this can mean zero. 
My own returns have been audited 
for four years running. Because I was 
on the enemy list I thought it might be 
political reprisal. My tax attorney says 
this is unlikely. 
In that vast storehouse in West 
Virginia computers scan each return 
and under certain circumstances the 
red light Hashes and an audit is or­ 
dered. 
That is the impersonal turn of fate as 
millions 
of ordinary 
taxpayers,

Somewhere along in 1943 or 1944, I 
developed the habit of awakening just 
before the bugle sounded “First Call” 
at 5:30 a.m. It was a curious custom, 
and led me to wonder if we all don’t 
have an internal clock that, after a 
while, sets itself. 
But the odd thing was that for about 
six months after I was discharged, that 
clock kept going off: about half-past 
five I would awake and wait, foggily 
turn the matter over in my mind, then 
chuckle and go back to sleep. 
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In the last six months I have had a 
recurrence of this eccentric behavior 
and — much to my surpirse — 
discovered my wife was suffering the 
same symptoms. The source can be 
traced to busing.

The steepness of the incline 
always forced the school bus drivers to 
gear down, making a horrendous 
racket. 
This was the bugle that would sud­ 
denly send our daughter into con­ 
vulsive activity: doors would slam, and 
she would tear downstairs. Usually she 
forgot something, so she would roar 
back up, then down again. Then the 
back-hall closet door would slam, the 
back door would slam, and she would 
do the 100-yard dash to the bus stop.

wife and I would be lying in bed 
mentally figuring the odds on Jo’s 
missing the connection.

As we consider breakfast and dinner 
the serious meals of the day, this taxi 
duty was thoroughly obnoxious. I, for 
instance, do not consider the day begun 
until I have finished my second cup of 
coffee and read two newspapers.

How she 
did it I will never know: I would swear

(She, perhaps to my secret an­ 
noyance, seems to be thriving without 
the wise and patient guidance of her 
loving parents.) Yet we both have the 
same habitual daily response. 


EVERY MORNING as the bus grinds 
its gears for Mt. Everest, my wife and I 
wake up and wait for the bowling ball to 
go rolling downstairs, the heard of 
elephants to come rushing back up, 
then the bowling ball again, and finally 
the cannon shot of the slamming door. 
The first time nothing happened, I 
started automatically to go wake her 
up, on the same wavelength, said, 
“Maybe her clock didn’t go off.” Then, 
suddenly, the truth dawned on us, and 
we laughed. 
So now, when we both wake up on 
cue, we just look at each other and 
chuckle. But it’s a sentimental, not a 
derisive chuckle: if the awful truth be 
told, we both miss that bowling ball 
bouncing downstairs. 
Those incredible sound effects were 
an integral part of our life, a part we 
can never experience again.

Some of the signs are 
alright because they keep everyone 
from driving through the fields and 
tearing them up, that is except one of 
the so-called game protectors who 
thinks he is immunne to the restriction 
when he is off duty.

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Lower chamber wins fights 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - They may 
call the House the lower chamber of the 
Ohio legislature—but it came out on top 
twice with the Senate last week. 
House 
m em bers 
enjoyed 
the 
victories immensely—even cheered. 
One standoff, which had raged for 
months, resulted in a House victory and 
three former senators being taken out 
of a $600,000 measure paying sundry 
claims against the state. 
The three had tried to collect salaries 
for two years remaining in their terms 
after they were reapportioned out of 
their seats in 1966. The amount in­ 
volved was $16,000 each. 
After the House rejected two con­ 
ference committee reports that in­ 
cluded the former senators, the so­ 
called upper chamber relented so 
others claims in the bill—some of which 
had been pending for several years— 
could be paid. 
Among the unpaid claims was that of 
a widow and six children whose 
husband and father had been killed in a 
traffic accident involving an erring 
state employe. 
Sen. Howard C. Cook, R-l Toledo, 
helped persuade the senators to go 
along with the House by pointing out 
the hazards one must accept when 
embarking on a political career. 
“Reapportionment is something that 
can affect us all,” he said. "I’m living 
in an apartment on a road I didn’t even 
want to live on while our family home is 
standing empty.” 
Cook’s district was reshuffled by 
Democratic reapportionment in 1970. 
A cheer went up in the House when 
the Senate’s backdown was announced. 
“They just didn’t have a leg to stand 
on,” said one House member. 
In the other victory, the House 
succeeded in taking out of a new 
campaign financing bill a provision 
that would have reinstated Sen. Donald 
E. “Buz” Lukens, R-4 Middletown, as 
an eligible political candidate. 
Lukens was ruled off the ballot for 
five years for failure to file his 1972 


personal campaign financial statement 
on time. 
In the second case, the Senate 
divided. Democrats remained united 
and Cook joined them in opposing the 
so-called Lukens amendment. The vote 


first time around was 16-15 with a 
constitutional majority of 17 required. 
After a conference committee agreed 
to remove the amendment, the bill 
went back to the Senate and received 
27-3 approval.

NEW YORK (AP) - The certainty 
NBC will make a series based on nine 
books about frontier life on the prairie 
is causing a gentleman farmer in 
Charlottesville, Va., more joy than a 
record crop this week. 
“I’m beaming all over,” says Roger 
L. MacBride, who said he’s learned 
that “The Little House on the Prairie.” 
a made-for-TV movie NBC aired March 
30, will be a regular series next fall. 
The movie, which drew extremely 
high ratings, starred Michael Landon. 
It was adapted from one of the classic 
“Little House” books written by the 
late Laura Ingalls Wilder, who died at 
age 90 in 1957. 
Where does MacBride fit in? He’s her 
great-grandson by adoption. And he 
owns the rights to the books, which 
chronicle the struggle of Mrs. Wilder’s 
youth and her family in the Midwest of 
the 1870s. 
“I’ve just heard 
that the NBC 
lawyers are writing our lawyers out in 
Hollywood that they’ve picked up the 
option and that it will be a series,” he 
said in a telephone interview. 
"Isn’t that terrific? I’ve been up all 
night, as you can imagine, talking to 
people.” 
MacBride, 44, had just stepped out of 
the shower to answer the phone. 
Although a Yankee by birth, raised in 
Mt. Kisco, N.Y., he was as courtly as a 


native Virginian about his unexpected 
caller. 
NBG, when called, said it couldn’t 
comment about new series until it 
unveils its new fall line next week. But 
knowledgeable industry sources said 
“Little House” definitely will be among 
those wares. 
MacBride, a lawyer, said he now 
specializes

Mud deposits form islands 
in Istanbul's Golden Horn 


ISTANBUL (AP) - The stagnant 
waters of the Golden Horn are silting 
up rapidly, and in the higher stretches 
low mud island are appearing and 
forming stretches of dry land. 
Kamil Bakkal, a local dealer in 
animal intestines, has built himself a 
hut and drying-sheds for his unsavory 
wares on one of them, and now lives 
and works right in the middle of the 
once beautiful waterway. 
Experts warned some years ago that 
the Golden Horn would be solid ground 
by the end of this century. They blame 
not 
only 
the 
industrial 
areas 
of 
Alibeykoy and Kagithane at the head of 
the five-mile long estuary, but also the 
three bridges which now span it. The 
uppermost of these, being built as part 
of the ring-road complex attached to 
the Bosporus Bridge linking Europe to 
Asia, is not yet complete. 
The bridges, the experts say, slow 
down the already sluggish currents 
in the estuary, which are incapable of 
carrying their alluvial load down to the 
point where the Golden Horn flows into 
the Sea of Marmara.

Metzenbaum called Glenn’s decision 
“ incredible,” adding. " I would never 
have thought that a man with his 
Marine Corps background would have 
walked away 
from

direct con­ 
frontation.” 
Referring to the disclosure issue, he 
said it was a “ total copout to argue this 
has some relevance as to whether we 
should debate.” 
A Metzenbaum aide said the senator 
w ill stand on the financial disclosure 
made earlier, which listed his financial 
holdings and summarized his earnings 
and taxes for the years 1967 through 
1973. 
The aide charged that Glenn is 
“ really afraid to debate with the 


senator on the issues...He probably 
feels he can’t hold his own on the issues 
and has chosen this way out...The 
reasons he’s given just don’t hang to­ 
gether.” 
Glenn said he is excepting the April 
25 date because the commitment was 
made before he laid down conditions 
under which he would debate Metzen­ 
baum. 
But the former astronaut raised the 
possibility that the WEWS-TV debate 
might be canceled also if he finds the 
format unacceptable.

There were several reasons for the 
American effort, including wider ac­ 
cess to the extensive natural gas fields 
in Algeria. But international politics 
was a major motivation. 


Kissinger has been trying to increase 
American influence among the major 
Arab nations in order to strengthen his 
leverage in arranging a Middle East 
settlement.

the Arabs and Kissinger seeks closer 
ties to avoid being dependent on 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for 
his influence in the area.

M illions of workers affected 
by w ave of Japanese strikes 


TOKYO (A P) — Japanese labor’s 
annual “ shunto,” its spring wage of­ 
fensive, reached its peak today with 
millions of workers on a one-to-five-day 
strike affecting more than half the 
nation’s 108 million people. 


It was the closest thing to a general 
strike in Japan’s history. 


The workers struck the railroads, 
subways, buses, taxis, airlines and 
commercial shipping. 
Also hit were schools; telegraph, 
governm ent 
and 
post 
offices; 
municipal garbage collection; forestry 
preserves, the government printing 
agency and the mint. 
The nationwide labor movement is 
seeking wage hikes of 30 to 35 per cent 
to counter the soaring cost of living, 
which rose 24 per cent last year under 
the pressure from the increase in oil 
prices. 
Some industries have already given 
in. But Prim e Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
has refused to budge from an offer of an 
18.7 per cent increase for government 
w orkers, including those on the 
national railw ay, and has also failed to 
satisfy the rail workers’ demands for 
the legal right to strike. 
Tanaka 
proposed a two-year study of the right- 
to-strike question by a special cabinet 
council. 
The transport strikes affected more 
than 40 million people, or two-thirds of 
the work force.

The annual convention and trade 
show of the American photo industry is 
an important barometer of what’s 
ahead for this country’s camera fans. 
This year it’s something special 
because the Master Photo Dealers and 
Finishers Assn. were celebrating their 
50th anniversary at their sessions in 
Chicago in late March. For the oc­ 
casion, m ajor m anufacturers and 
distributors were unveiling new films 
and equipment that will affect or 
concern the country’s picture takers. 
Probably most newsworthy was the 
announcement of a three-film shakeup. 
First is the replacement of popular 
Kodachrome 
II 
film 
by 
new 
Kodachrome 25 (daylight) film in all 
sizes for still cameras and in 8mm and 
16mm movie sizes. 
Secondly, present Kodachrome-X 
will be replaced by new Kodachrome 64 
(daylight) film. Both new films for still 
cameras should be available at dealers 
starting in April. 
Thirdly, new Kodachrome 40 movie 
film (type A) will replace type A 
Kodachrome II in double-8mm and 
16mm sizes. It 
is scheduled for 
distribution in July along with new 
Kodachrome 25 movie film (daylight). 
However, movie makers with super 
8mm cameras will have to wait till fall 
this year before Kodachrome 40 (type 
A) film reaches camera stores. 


FOLLOWING a demonstration for 
press representatives of the differences 
between the new and present films, 
these points can be made: 
There is no increase in film speed in 
the changes to new emulsions but there 
is clearer knowledge of each film’s 
rated speed because it’s incorporated 
in the new film’s name. 
Thus, new Kodachrome 25 has an 
ASA 25 film speed. New Kodachrome 64 
has an ASA 64 film speed. And new 
Kodachrome 40 (type A) has an ASA 40 
film speed. With a box of new film, you 
know immediately what to set the ASA 
rating at without hunting for the in­ 
struction sheet. 
In comparing new Kodachrome 25 
with 
Kodachrome 
II, 
officials 
acknowledge no improved grain or 
sharpness but say that these qualities 
have been maintained at a similar 
level. 
There is a general improvement in 
tone and color reproduction in the new 
film but the change is very subtle and 
takes a keen eye to be aware of it. 
The yellows are slightly cleaner and 
reds, blues and greens are a bit 
brighter. 
The sky tone has 
less 
magenta and may be more natural 
although some camera fans may prefer 
the magenta tone as it is now. 


ON THE WHOLE, since Kodachrome 
II has been considered for many years 
by top photographers as the standard 
for color film quality, it’s disappointing 
that a change did not include a faster 
film speed while maintaining its other 
characteristics. 
That would have been a practical and 
valuable improvement. 
In 
comparisons 
between 
new 
Kodachrome 64 and Kodachrome-X, 
the differences and improvement are 
more readily seen. 
The new film has lower contrast; is 
less grainy and a bit sharper; has more 
exposure latitude and better color 
rendition. A noticeable area of im­ 
provement is in more pleasing flesh 
tones. 
When scenes taken with 
new 
Kodachrome 40 (type A) movie film 
were compared with similar scenes 
shot on Kodachrome II (type A), the 
results showed better color rendition in 
general with improved flesh tones in 
particular. Officials reported it is also a 
bit less grainy. 
As the new films become available, 
present films will be phased out. 
However, Kodachrome II professional 
film (type A) will continue to be sup­ 
plied in 36 exposure, 35mm cartridges 
for approximately one year. After that 
a new film of similar speed and color 
balance is expected to be introduced. 


PRICES and processing charges for 
the new films will remain the same as 
for corresponding films and services 
that they replace.

Grand jury probe

However, a spokesman for the special 
prosecutor on Wednesday declined to 
disclose whether any matters con­ 
nected with Nixon’s taxes were under 
study. 
The Times said its sources reported 


that Alexander had discussed the taxes 
question with Jaworski last week and 
had provided the prosecutor with a list 
of Nixon associates and former aides to 
be investigated in connection with the 
matter. 
Both the IRS and a joint con­ 
gressional panel have ruled that the 
gift deduction was improper because of 
a back-dated deed that was actually 
signed after the law permitting such 
deductions had expired. Because of this 
and other findings, Nixon agreed to pay 
$432,787.13 plus interest in back taxes.

Bobby Griffith 
convicted of 


4 charges 


NEW LEXINGTON, Ohio (AP) — A 
33-year-old state prison inmate has 
been convicted on four charges at the 
end of a stormy day in court, during 
which he disrupted proceedings and 
threw a file at the judge. 
Bobby Ray Griffith was convicted 
Wednesday 
of 
armed 
robbery, 
burglary, larceny and auto theft by a 
jury of nine women and three men in 
Perry County Common Pleas Court. 
At one point, while the jury was out of 
the courtroom and attorneys were 
arguing a legal point, the defendant 
shouted, “Why don’t you send all of the 
stuff back with the jurors.” 
He then threw his attorney’s manila 
file on the case at Judge Robert G. 
Tague. The papers scattered above and 
around the judge’s head. 
Tague ordered Griffith handcuffed 
and gagged. 
The crimes occurred in New 
Straitsville after Griffith’s escape 
March 15,1973 from a Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court, police said. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has ruled against 
Richard B. Kay in his bid to oust fellow 
Clevelander Arthur L. Cain as state 
chairman of the American Independent 
Party (AIP). 
But the unanimous decision Wed­ 
nesday was based on a finding that the 
chairmanship of the party is an in­ 
ternal matter, and that the office is not 
a “public office” having anything to do 
with ‘‘the sovereign functions of 
government.” 
Records showed Ray was elected 
chairman in 1972 at a meeting called by 
four newly elected central com­ 
mitteemen. He then went to court to 
seek the ouster of Cain, who had been 
chairman. 
In another case, the Supreme Court 
upheld a Board of Tax Appeals ruling 
that 
Quaker 
Apartments 
of 
Wilmington, operated by a non-profit 
corporation, does not qualify for ex­ 
emption from state sales and use taxes. 
Quaker sought the exemption on the 
cost of materials used in the con­ 
struction of an 80-unit building 
reserved for the poor and handicapped, 
for whom a federal agency pays part of 
the rent. 
In its 6-1 decision—with Chief Justice 
C. William O’Neill dissenting—the 
court held that in order to qualify for 
the exemption, the company would 
have to meet a qualification that the 
housing was used “exclusively for 
charitable purposes.” 
Quaker does not do this, the court 
said, in effect, because its tenants are 
required to pay at least part of their 
rent.

Detroit to host 
energy meeting 
DETROIT (AP) — Experts from 55 
nations will meet here this fall to see 
what can be done to help solve the 
world’s future energy problems. 
The Ninth World Energy Conference 
(Sept. 22-27) will draw some 4,500 
persons, including influential govern­ 
ment ministers, economists, scient- 
sists, 
engineers, 
educators and 
executives in the energy industry. 
Specialists from some 45 members 
nations will prepare some 250 technical 
papers for advance placement with the 
registrants. More than 3,000 delegates 
will come from foreign countries, 20 
per cent from various government 
agencies. The balance will come from 
utilities and industries involved in the 
production and transmission of energy. 
The world group headquartered in 
London was founded in 1924 and is 
composed of national chapters in 69 
countries. Its only other conference 
held in the U.S. was convened in 
Washington D.C. in 1936. It will cost 
about $2 million to stage the latest 
meeting, most of which will come from 
registration fees and contributions 
from companies and industries.

Soybeans still top cash crop 


WASHINGTON

The 
Agriculture Department says soybeans 
will continue as the nation’s leading 
cash crop again this year despite a 
prospective buildup in reserves by next 
fall when the 1974 harvest is ready. 
Farmers sold an estimated $8.1 
billion worth of soybeans in calendar 
1973, the department said Wednesday 
in a report on the fats and oils situation. 


Those sales — cash receipts — included 
beans 
from

and

production. 
But prices for 1973-crop soybeans, 
although down from erratic peaks a 
year ago, have been relatively stable 
and are high enough so that 1974 ap­ 
pears to be another top year for the 
oilseed. 
The report emphasized that “cash

Farmers have indicated they will 
plant about 55 million acres of soybeans 
this spring, which could mean a crop of 
about 1.54 billion bushels, down slightly 
from the 1973 record. 
Meantime, the USDA report said, the 
big crop last year plus a small reserve 
last fall meant a record soybean supply 
of more than 1.6 billion bushels was 
available for use during the 1973-74 
season. 
Total use is estimated at around 1.4 
billion bushels, meaning the carryover 
next Sept. I when the 1974 crop is ready 
will be about 240 million bushels. 
“This would be the second largest 
carryover of record, surpassed only by 
the 327 million bushels of Sept. 1,1969,” 
the report said. 
“However, the carryover this fall 
will be composed entirely of free 
stocks, in contrast to earlier when 
about 95 per cent of the 327 million 
bushels was in government hands.” 
Prices paid farmers rose from a little 
over $5 per bushel last November to 
$5.96 in March. The report said the av­ 
erage for soybeans from last Sept. I 
through March was $5.75 per bushel, 
compared with $4.19 during the same 
period in 1972-73. 
At the same time, the report in­ 
dicated, many soybean farmers ap­ 
parently have become a little more 
wary about market trends. Through 
February, it said, producers had put 
123 million bushels of beans under price 
support loan protection, compared with 
89 million a year earlier. 
“Although prices are two and a half 
times the support level ($2.25 per 
bushel), farmers are using the loan for 
interim financing and a means of 
holding beans for sale later on,” the re­ 
port said.

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Red China 
upset by 
trade news

NEW YORK (AP) — The Chinese are 
upset about news commentaries that 
trade prospects with the United States 
have cooled, a China authority and 
corporate trade negotiator reports. 
Officials of the People’s Republic, 
flamed Pettus Hoose said, are anxious 
that trade relations continue to 
develop. “I was asked to please make 
this known to business circles in the 
United States, They were emphatic,” 
Hoose said. 
He added: “They are very disturbed 
and resentful of such reports and ask 
what is being done to cope with them.” 
Hoose, a lawyer who was bom and 
who lived 23 years in China, and who 
has spent six of the past 24 months 
negotiating for American corporations 
there, said he was asked continually in 
a recent visit to comment on the 
alleged cooling. 
“I told them I saw no evidence of it,” 
said Hoose, who maintains that any 
such reports resulted, in his opinion, 
from an inability of some observers to 
assess a nation as large and complex as 
China. 
“It’s 
like 
the 
blind 
feeling 
an 
elephant,” he said. “One feels the tail 
and believes the elephant is cool; 
another feels the trunk and believes the 
elephant is hot.” 
The Chinese, however, aren’t in­ 
clined to accept such a simple ex­ 
planation. To them, Hoose said, 
“ reports about cooling off must 
originate with Taiwan or the Soviet 
Union or from circles that are enimical 
to the Chinese.” 
Partly because they believe the 
Soviets are a “very real and immediate 
threat,” in Horae’s words, the Chinese 
are committed to economic expansion 
through trade. 
In Canton, for example, the govern­ 
ment has constructed an enormous 
trade building to replace older 
facilities. The complex is at least 20 
times larger than the existing facility, 
with hundreds of acres of grounds and 
buildings. 
Further evidence of a commitment to 
trade, said Hoose, are dozens of new 
hotels in Canton, Shanghai and Peking, 
the development of more dock space 
and even a system for handling con­ 
tainerized cargo. 
Americans 
less mobile 
than before 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Census 
Bureau population specialist says 
Americans may be slightly less mobile 
than they used to be, but still change 
homes with great frequency. 
A new study shows that 31.8 per cent 
of all Americans changed their 
residence during the three-year period 
ending in March of last year. 
The study also shows that more 
Americans moved away from the 
nation's metropolitan areas, 4,680,000, 
than moved in, 3,736,000. 
In previous years, Census Bureau 
surveys showed that the percentage of 
Americans who changed homes every 
year declined from 19 and 20 per cent in 
the early 1960s to the recent historical 
low of 17.9 per cent in 1971. 
There were no separate surveys for 
1972 and 1973. 
The latest three-year survey is not 
directly comparable to the previous 
annual surveys, but Larry H. Long of 
the bureau’s population division says 
there has been a slight decline in 
mobility in recent years.

Q. — I have an old. large mirror that 
needs resilvering. Will you please tell 
me how’ to do it? 
A. — Resilvering a mirror is an in­ 
volved process requiring the use of 
strong chemicals. Better have it done 
professionally. 


Q. — A friend of mine recently gave 
me his old stationary scroll saw when 
he got a new one. I find that I am 
constantly breaking the blades. My 
friend says it never happens to him. 
What am I doing wrong? 
A. — Assuming that you are using the 
saw on regular wood, the sam e as your 
friend, the most probably cause of 
blade breakage is pushing the work into 
the blade too rapidly. A scroll saw is 
made to cut slowly. 
The sam e thing holds true when 
cutting metal, which is done with a 
special blade. Feed the metal into the 
saw too fast and you will wind up with a 
broken blade. 


q _ I plan to lay resilient floor tiles 
on a wooden floor. Is an underlayment 
of hardboard or plywood necessary?

For floors 
with rough surfaces or with wide 
boards that may warp or have some 
open joints, a hardboard or plywood 
underlayment will avoid future trouble. 


q _ How do I get the grease from the 
burner grates of our kitchen stove? Is it 
okay to use soap and water? 
A. — Yes. But a better combination is 
baking soda and water. Soak the grate 
in the solution. Scour with dry soda if 
difficult spots remain. 


q _ I am putting some new wood 
siding on our house. What kind of nails 
should I use? 
A. — Plain steel wire nails m ay result 
in rust spots on some paints. Your best 
bet is aluminum nails. 


q _ can I paint right over the 
woodwork in our living room? I f s now 
covered with a varnish that is many 
years old. I’d like to use the sam e oil 
paint on the woodwork as I use on the 
plaster walls. 
A. — Yes, but if there are any glossy 
areas still remaining on the woodwork, 
they should be sanded lightly before 
applying the paint. 
If all the woodwork is glossy and the 
sanding appears like too tough a job, 
buy one of the liquid preparations that 
can be used to provide an adhesion base 
for the paint.

root crops before their taproots become 
fleshy. Leave onions and radishes in 
the ground until those to be thinned are 
large enough to be eaten. 
“ It is unwise to sow small seeds far 
enough apart to permit plants to make 
their best development,” Taylor ad­ 
vises. “ Thinning is a much better 
operation.” 


Summer Bulbs 
We pay a lot of attention to spring 
flowering bulbs. Let’s consider the 
sum m er bulbs, such a s d ah lias, 
gladiolus and lilies. 
Pull weeds by hand when possible 
because surface roots and stem s may 
. be hurl by a weeding tool such as a hoe. 
Normal rainfall is usually enough for 
summer flowering bulbs but they’ll 
appreciate a good ground soaking at 
weekly intervals during dry weather. 
Fertilize the plants lightly with 5-10-5 
when they bloom, applying a light ring, 
but keep it off the leaves and away 
from bulbs and roots, which may burn. 
Don’t use high nitrogen fertilizers 
because they may cause bulb decay if 
you apply too much at one time. Bone­ 
meal is good because it releases 
nitrogen slowly. 
Apply it at flowering time — about 
three pounds for a 5 by IO garden bed, 
mixed into the soil thoroughly. 
Cut the flowers off when they fade. 
This will prevent seed formation, which 
takes stored food from bulbs. 
After leaves yellow, dig the bulbs 
and store them in a cool place for 
replanting the following season. Dead 
stem s and foliage should be destroyed 
since left on the ground they may carry 
disease to new growth the next year.

Pregnant women and small children 
are more susceptible to radiation, an 
AEC spokesman said. 
The AEC said the m aterial — 32 
curies of solid Iridium 192 — was 
shipped from Washington to Atlanta on 
April 5 aboard Delta flight 311 and from 
Atlanta to Baton Rouge, La., on April 6 
aboard Delta flight 585. 
The possible radiation leakage was 
the second such incident on a com ­ 
mercial airliner in recent years, the 
AEC said. 
The first incident, also involving 
Delta, occurred Dec. 31, 1971, when a 
shipment of liquid Molybdenum 99, a 
medical isotope, leaked into the cargo 
hold on a Delta jetliner.

NEW YORK (AP) — Former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell has told a federal 
trial jury he wanted to abet and not 
obstruct a Securities and Exchange 
Commission fraud investigation 
of 
international financier R obert L. 
Vesco. 
“On your oath did you do anything 
during this entire period of time to fix 
or quash the investigation?” he was 
asked Wednesday, shortly after he took 
the witness stand in his own defense. 
“ No sir,” replied Mitchell, President 
Nixon’s first attorney general. 
The criminal conspiracy trial of 
M itchell 
and 
form er 
Commerce 
S ecretary M aurice H. Stans was 
recessed Wednesday until next Mon­ 
day, when Mitchell is scheduled to 
resume his testimony. Stans is ex­ 
pected to follow his one-time cabinet 
colleague as a witness. 
Stans and Mitchell are accused of 
obstructing the SEC investigation, in 
return for Vesco's secret $200,000 cash 
contribution to President Nixon’s 1972 
re-election campaign. 
The two are charged with con­ 
spiracy, obstructing justice and lying 
to a grand jury to cover up the scheme. 
Mitchell was asked by defense at­ 
torney Peter Fleming Jr. if he had 
believed or intended that by asking 
then SEC chairman William J. Casey to 
see Vesco aide Harry L. Sears he was 


“impeding, obstructing or delaying the 
SEC investigation of Mr. Vesco?” 
“Quite to the contrary, I thought I 
might further it,” Mitchell replied. 
As for being motivated by the Vesco 
cam paign 
contribution, 
Mitchell 
testified he never knew of it until six 
months after he intervened with Casey 
— in late August or early September. 
The government had emphasized in 
its case that just five hours after Stans 
accepted the $200,000 on April IO, 1972, 
Mitchell sent Sears to his long awaited 
face-to-face meeting with Casey. 
“We delivered the $200,000 today,” 
Sears 
said 
he 
told 
M itchell, 
strengthening a government claim that 
not until the money was in hand was 
there any action on Vesco’s behalf. 
M itchell 
testified 
he 
had 
no 
recollection of Sears telling him of the 
delivery of the contribution. 
M itchell also contradicted 
the 
government testimony of former White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III that he 
was asked by the defendant to call 
Casey in Vesco’s behalf, and ask for aid 
in postponing SEC subpoenas against a 
quartet of Vesco aides.

George C. Smith, Franklin County 
prosecutor and a Republican contender 
for the attorney general’s post said 
Wednesday Ohio Atty. Gen. William 
Brown "overlooked and disregarded 
the law of Ohio when he indicated he 
would not defend them.” 
Plans were announced earlier the 
sam e day by Rep. M. Joan Douglass, R- 
61, Mansfield, to sponsor an emergency 
bill offering lawyers at state expense to 
the eight men indicted in the Kent State 
U n iversity shootings. 
But Smith says the attorney general 
signed an opinion in 1973 setting a 
precedent on the defense question. 
That Opinion states, “ the office of the 
attorney general may defend a state 
highway patrolman who is accused of a 
criminal offense committed in the 
scope of official duties.” 
Smith says there is no difference 
legally in defending a patrolman or 
guardsmen. 
He said the guards were “ agents of 
the state, and their orders were to 
restore law and order and maintain 
peace. As agents of the state, they 
should be defended by it. 
“ I believe the principle basis for his 
(Brown’s) decision to step aside is 
political,” Smith alleged. 
Stressing that he made no attempt to 
prejudge the innocence of or guilt of the 


indicted guards, Smith said, “ It is a sad 
day for Ohioans when political con­

Mrs. Douglass, saying her bill could 
be entered after the filing deadline as 
emergency legislation, said “ I feel the 
guardsmen were intent to protect other 
students . . .” in the May 1970 protests 
She said the National Guard “ could 
fall apart if we don’t back it up."

Nixon's whirlwind trip through rural 
Michigan revealed considerable anti- 
Nixon feeling beneath a friendly, re­ 
spectful welcome.

State Republican Chairman William 
McLaughlin was the only m ajor figure 
in either party to say that Nixon’s 
Wednesday visit could be decisive in 
the contest between Republican Jam es 
Sparling and Democrat J. 
Robert 
Traxler. 
After speaking to an enthusiastic 
group of 5,000 at Tri-City Airport 
between the 8th District’s population 
centers of Saginaw and Bay City, Nixon 
flew here by helicopter for a 57-mile 
motorcade through solidly Republican 
towns and hamlets in an area known, 
for its shape, as Michigan's Thumb. 
Though his reception was generally 
friendly, there were signs at many 
stop s 
urging 
his 
im peachm ent. 
Speeches in Bad Axe, Cass City and 
Sandusky drew only mild applause, 
possibly because few could hear. 
But there were many who said they 
still support the President, who carried 
the area overwhelmingly in 1972. 
“ I don’t think he's as bad as they all 
try to let on,” said John Graham in 
C ass City. “ He has done an awful lot of 
good for our country.” 
McLaughlin, eager for a GOP victory 
after the loss Feb. 18 of Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford’s old Grand Rapids 
seat, said Nixon’s visit will have “ a 
very dramatic effect on this campaign. 
If we win, there’s no doubt in my mind 
that the President has turned the tide.”

TORONTO, Canada (AP) — The 
Ontario Appeal Court has rejected a 
suit by former Black Panther Edwin 
Hogan charging false imprisonment 
and conspiracy to violate his civil 
rights. 
Hogan escaped in June 1972 from a 
prison in Columbus, Ohio, where he 
was serving a life term for murder and 
arm ed robbery. He was captured in 
Toronto, ordered deported and taken 
immediately to Buffalo, N.Y., where he 
was handed over to the FBI. 
H ogan’s suit ch arged that the 
Canadian immigration department and 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
conspired with the FB I to prevent his 
fighting the deporation order. His at­ 
torney, Charles Roach, claimed that 
Hogan’s speedy exit from the country 
deprived him of an appeal to the im­ 
migration minister to be deported to 
some country other than the United 
States. 
The appeal court, with Chief Justice 
Wilbur Jackett presiding, refused to 
consider Hogan a political fugitive. It 
ruled that the swift deportation did not 
violate the law.

Tommy Aaron 
set for Masters 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (A P) — The sports 
spotlight shifts today to the other 
Aaron—Tommy Aaron, the golfer—in 
the start of the 38th Masters Tour­ 
nament. 
“ I met Hank Aaron at a golf tour­ 
nament 
recently,” 
Aaron 
said, 
referring to the new home run king of 
baseball. “ He mentioned that since he 
was from Alabama he probably got his 
name from masters named Aaron— 
maybe ancestors of mine.” 


Plying his trade in relative obscurity 
is no new experience for the 37-year-old 
tour veteran from Gainesville, Ga., 
once dubbed the “ golfing bride’s maid” 
because he played for IO years without 
winning a tournament, although he 
frequently came close. 
He won his first tournament in 1970— 
the Atlanta Open—and spoiled Jack 
Nicklaus’ bid for a fifth Masters last 
year with a winning score of 283. 
Nicklaus is the 3-1 pick in the blue 
ribbon field of 78, including 55 U. S. 
professionals, ll U. S. amateurs and a 
contingent of 12 foreigners. 
The odds are the latest from Lad- 
broke’s, the London bookmakers, 
where gambling is not only legal but 
almost an obsession. 
The 26-year-old Johnny M iller, 
winner of three straight tournaments 
this spring, is rated second choice at 4- 
1,* followed by Ben Crenshaw and Tom 
Weiskopf at 12-1. 
Aaron is rated a 50-1 pick. 
The 1973 Masters victory provided

one unforgettable dividend for 
drawling Georgian.

Vietnam aid . 
stirs fight 
in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Armed Services Chairman F. Edward 
Hebert says he will try to help get up to 
$266 million in extra U.S. military aid 
for 
South 
Vietnam. 
But 
he 
acknowledges the move “could be 
interpreted as a subterfuge" by some 
people. 
The Louisiana Democrat told the 
House Wednesday he believes its vote 
last week rejecting a $274 million in­ 
crease in U.S. aid to South Vietnam was 
a mistake. 
Rep. Robert N. Giaimo, D-Conn., 
accused Hebert of indicating he will go 
along with what Giamo charged is an 
attempt by the Pentagon to subvert the 
House vote against the aid boost. 
“The American people are watching 
to make sure there is no hanky-panky 
to subvert the will of Congress...The 
American people have made it clear we 
are tired of this endless involvement in 
Vietnam," Giaimo said. 
“I do not believe that vote reflected 
the will of the House," Hebert said. 
“More than IOO members were ab­ 
sent.” 
Hebert’s announcement that he 
hopes to correct the “mistake" in­ 
dicated he will go along with a 
bookkeeping measure, already ap­ 
proved by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, that would permit the 
extra $266 million for South Vietnam. 
The Pentagon would be permitted to 
charge the $266 million off to am­ 
munition and other stocks supplied to 
South Vietnam in past years and thus 
give itself an extra $266 million above 
this year’s ceiling of $1,126 billion in 
U.S. aid to South Vietnam. 
But the full Senate could still reject 
that authority, which has been ap­ 
proved by its Armed Services Com­ 
mittee.

Hope fades 
for missing 
l l persons 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The Coast 
Guard says it has given up hope for the 
lives of ll persons missing after an oil 
tanker exploded and burned at its 
mooring on the Delaware River. 
Included in the missing are a mother 
and her three daughters who were 
visiting the Greek registry tanker Elias 
when it erupted in a ball of flame late 
Tuesday. 
One man is officially listed as dead 
and 26 others were either injured or 
treated for exposure. Most of the 26 
leaped from the blazing vessel into 
frigid water, A search for the missing 
was suspended Wednesday night. 
The wreckage, still resting near the 
mooring, is reportedly too hot to be 
entered. A search of the ship is planned 
for Saturday, the Coast Guard said. 
The cause of the explosion which split 
the 650-foot vessel has not been 
determined. 
Among the missing are the ship’s 
captain, Andreas Antoniadis, who at 
the time of the blast was dining aboard 
with his cousin and her three daugh­ 
ters. 
The missing cousin has been iden­ 
tified as Mrs. Matina Mentis, 50, of 
Baltimore. Her missing daughters are 
Jo Ann, 18; Maria, 19; and Georgeen, 
13. . 
The tanker was unloading crude oil at 
Atlantic Richfield Company’s South 
Philadelphia terminal at the time of the 
blast. A spokesman for the firm said 
that 202.700 of the 216,000 barrels of oil 
had been unloaded.

Pinworms Touch AU Classes 
We were shocked when our 
doctor told us that one of our 
children has pinworms of the 
intestines. 
We pride ourselves with the 
cleanliness of our home and the 
hygiene we've taught our 
children. 
We thought, too, that this 
condition occurs only in warm 
climates where malnutrition is 
rampant 
Cain you throw some light on 
the subject of pinworms? 
Mrs. D.P.B., Wis. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
It 
is 
astonishing 
how 
frequently pinworm infections 
of the intestines do occur. 
The condition is not limited to 
people who live in warm 
climates nor to people whose 
hygiene and nourishment are 
substandard. 
Undoubtedly, the incidence is 
higher under such conditions, 
but even in families whose 
education is high, whose 
nourishment is above standard 
and whose social and economic 
positions are elevated, pinworm 
infections do occur. 
The oxyuris vermlcularts 
responsible for pinworm in­ 
fection has no special regard for 
social status. 
The condition may occur in 
camps and in schools as it is 
passed from one child to 
another. 
Poor 
bathroom 
hygiene is entirely responsible. 
There are many new ex­ 
cellent, safe and effective drugs 


used to clear up the condition. 
Rigid adherence to meticulous 
sanitation is imperative if 
recurrences are to be avoided. 
Hands and fingernails must 
be thoroughly washed with soap 
before each meal. Active 
scrubbing of the hands after 
going to the bathroom is im­ 
portant Separate towels should 
be used by each member of the 
family. Trading of towels at 
school should be avoided.

Dear Mr. L.: 
A cauliflower ear is the result 
of a severe blow to the outer 
ear. The seepage of blood in and 
around the cartilage of the ear 
is responsible for the scar tissue 
and the misshapen appearance. 
It is for this reason that such 
injuries should be treated early, 
in order to evacuate the blood as 
quickly as possible. 
The surgical, cosmetic repair 
of a cauliflower ear depends 
entirely on how much scar 
tissue has formed and on the 
severity of the distortion.

Troop cuts 
under study 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
Defense Jam es R. Schlesinger says the 
Pentagon is considering possible ways 
to cut back the number of U.S. support 
troops in Europe without reducing the 
U.S. combat posture. 
Schlesinger told reporters Wed­ 
nesday “the prognosis is far more 
favorable than it has been in the recent 
p a st” for continued U.S political 
support for keeping American troops 
stationed in Europe. 
“ We are exam ining within the 
department the possibility of reducing 
certain support elements in Europe, 
but no reduction whatsoever of our 
com bat capabilities,” the defense 
secretary said. 
Schlesinger voiced the comments 
just before a closed meeting with 
Annemarie Renger, president of the 
West German parliament and seven 
other members of the parliament. 
He again stressed that NATO allies 
must be willing to assume their own full 
share in defending Europe. 
He did not indicate how large a 
cutback in support troops was being 
considered. 
The United States has a total of some 
300,000 military men in the European 
area, about 214,000 of them in Ger­ 
many.

CANBERRA, A ustralia (AP) — 
Governor-General Sir Paul Hasluck 
dissolved both houses of Parliament 
today, and Prime Minister Cough 
Whitlam announced that a general 
election will be held May 18. 
Whitlam told a news conference the 
main issue will be the frustration of his 
legislation by the opposition-controlled 
Senate. 
It 
has 
blocked 
several 
measures passed by the House of 
Representatives, including Whitlam s 
health insurance bill. 


The opposition is expected to fight the 
election on the issue of inflation, now 
running at an annual rate of 14 per cent. 
Whitlam, whose Labor party was 
voted into power 16 months ago, said he 
didn’t expect to lose any seats. 
An opinion poll two weeks ago 
predicted victory for the Liberals, 
whose leader, Billy Snedden, provoked 
Whitlam into calling an early election 
by announcing that the opposition 
would vote down the government’s 
appropriation bills in the Senate.

Senate OKs 
wide-range 
disaster relief 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Spurred by 
tornadoes that devastated parts of the 
Smith and Midwest, the Senate has 
passed a bill broadening federal dis­ 
aster relief. 
The House, however, may not act on 
the legislation until it returns from its 
Easter recess April 22. 
The House leadership has tentatively 
decided against trying to push the bill 
through today before the recess begins. 
The Senate unanimously passed the 
bill Wednesday after Sen. Quentin 
Burdick, D-N.D., staved off several 
attem pts to amend the measure. 
He warned that the administration 
might withdraw its support of the bill if 
it is burdened by amendments to which 
it objects. 
The Senate rejected an amendment 
by Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., that 
would 
have 
m ade 
the 
m easure 
retroactive to cover victims of last 
year’s flooding in New England and 
Northeastern states. 
At the urging of Burdick, Sen. Walter 
Huddleston, D-Ky., withdrew another 
amendment that would have reinstated 
a low-interest disaster loan program 
killed by Congress last year with the 
approval of the administration. 
Under that program, the federal 
government did not require repayment 
of up to $5,000 and collected only one 
per cent interest on the balance. 
Current programs provide for full re­ 
payment at 5 per cent interest. 
But the Senate-passed bill would 
provide an additional $5,000 to disaster 
victims who have exhausted all other 
forms of relief but still require more 
aid. 
Seventy-five per cent of the money 
would be supplied by the federal 
government. The balance would come 
from the states, which would ad­ 
minister the program.

BLOOMINGBURG — Rail service 
was expected to be restored late today 
on Baltimore and Ohio Railroad tracks 
just outside Bloomingburg where 18 
cars derailed Tuesday night. 
Fayette County Sheriff Donald L. 
Thompson said all but one of the 18 
derailed cars had been returned to the 
tracks by workmen shortly after noon 
today and it is expected that the 
clearing operation will be completed 
within hours. 
Sheriff Thompson said Dickey Road 
is still closed, but once the one car is 
returned to the tracks, the road will be 
opened. 
Coke and coal were spilled along the 
Dickey Road crossing when the 18 cars 
derailed. Railroad officials said the 
eighth car from the engine derailed, 
apparently because of a defective axle- 
coupling bar which holds the wheels on 
the tracks. 
The 32-car train was en route from 
Newark to Cincinnati at the time of the 
derailment.

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Boyle july 
deliberations 
under way 
MEDIA, Pa. (AP)—A jury was to 
begin deliberations today in the murder 
trial of former United Mine Workers 
president W. A. “Tony” Boyle, accused 
of the 1969 assassination of union rival 
Joseph “Jock” Yablonski. 
The case goes to the jury of nine men 
and three women after the charge by 
Common Pleas Judge Francis J. Ca­ 
tania. 
Testimony against the 72-year-old 
Boyle wound up Wednesday, and op­ 
posing lawyers summed up their 
versions of the evidence produced by 58 
prosecution and nine defense wit­ 
nesses. 
Special Prosecutor Richard A. 
Sprague, frequently pointing an ac­ 
cusing finger at the defendant, 
demanded a first-degree murder 
conviction which carries an automatic 
sentence of life imprisonment. 
But chief defense counsel Charles F. 
Moses asked for acquittal on grounds 
there was insufficient evidence and a 
“reasonable doubt” as to Boyle’s guilt. 
The Yablonskis were slain Dec. 31, 
1969, as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville home in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. The killings occurred 
three weeks after Yablonski lost a 
bitter, battle to win the UMW 
presidency from Boyle—an election 
later set aside by a federal court as 
fraudulent. 
The styles of Sprague and Moses in 
their closing remarks to the jury was a 
study in contrasts: 
—Sprague was loud, strident, 
hammering, outraged by the “willful, 
deliberate premeditated murders” of 
Yablonski, his wife and daughter which 
Sprague claimed Boyle originated to 
retain his tight grip on the 200,000- 
member union. 
—Moses 
was 
soft-spoken, 
philosophical, Bible-quoting, insisting 
that lies by confessed murderers, 
embezzlers, burglars ware the back­ 
bone of the prosecution case. 
Sprague has pursued the Yablonskis’ 
killers almost from the day their bodies 
were discovered on Jan. 5,1970, and, so 
far, has wrung guilty pleas or convicted 
eight defendants. Now, at the end of the 
line, he wanted Boyle. 


Subpoena set for tapes; solons angry 
Impeachment confrontation 
readied with White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House today made a last-minute offer 
to provide some of the tapes requested 
by the House Judiciary Committee for 
its impeachment inquiry, but it ap­ 
peared to come too late to head off a 
subpoena for all the tapes requested. 
“Ifs a little late to make a deal,” 
said Rep. Robert Kastenmeier, D-Wis., 
after committee counsel John Doar told 
of a last-minute telephone call from 
President Nixon’s counsel. 
Doar said James St. Clair said he 
would be willing to give the committee 
within the next few days a number of 
specific conversations between Presi­ 
dent Nixon and his chief aides that the 
committee believes relate to the 
Watergate cover-up. 
However, St. Clair’s offer did not 
cover a number of other tapes the 
committee asked for. 
As soon as Doar completed his 
discussion of St. Clair’s phone call a 
resolution authorizing the committee to 
issue a subpoena for everything cov­ 
ered by the request was put before the 
committee. It appeared to have solid 
support of the Democratic majority. 
Doar said that in his talk with St. 
Clair the White House lawyer did not 
indicate whether Nixon would comply 
with a subpoena. 
The confrontation that has been 
building since Feb. 25 when the request 
was made, became all but certain 
Wednesday after the White House said 
it would not decide until after April 22 
what it would give to the committee. 
The White House position, spelled out 
in a letter from James D. St. Clair, 
President Nixon’s counsel, antagonized 
committee members of both parties 
and a wide segment of the House.

Arab terrorists seize 
village; Israelis slain

Military sources said Israeli troops 
blasted the guerrillas with heavy 
Political uncertainty 
spreads in Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel faced 
months of political uncertainty today in 
the wake of Premier Golda Meir’s 
resignation, and there was no in­ 
dication of the government that would 
emerge. 
Officials of Mrs. Meir’s ruling Labor 
Alignment said she would stay on as 
head of a caretaker government until 
new elections, or until a replacement 
cabinet could be formed. Either one 
could take months. 
The political upheaval and the 
fragility of a lame-duck government 
could weaken Israel’s hands in the 
negotiations with Syria for a with­ 
drawal of Israeli forces on the Golan 
Heights, political analysts suggested. 
Worn out by increasing controversy 
over whether Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan should share the blame for 
Israil’s initial setbacks in the October 
war, Mrs. Meir, who will be 76 in three 
weeks, told the leaders of her party 
Wednesday night: “I can no longer 
bear the burden . . .I have reached the 
end of the road.” 
Mrs. Meir officially tendered her 
resignation 
today 
to 
President 
Ephraim Katzir. The meeting with the 
ceremonial head of state followed a 
special session of Mrs. Meir’s cabinet. 
Katzir praised Mrs. Meir for “her 
work and devotion to the rise and 
development of the state.” 
He told reporters he thought Mrs. 
Meir would remain as head of the 
caretaker government but would not 
try to form another cabinet. 
The president said he wpuld im­ 
mediately begin calling in party 
leaders to discuss the formation of a 
new government. 
It was the second time in 39 days that 
Mrs. Meir announced she was quitting, 
but this time it was generally believed 
that she meant it. 
“Don’t try to change my mind, it 
won’t help,” she told the party caucus, 
and complained about political rivals 
“who say I am only driven by lust for 
power.” 
Noting the wave of dissent following 
the loss of more than 2,500 men in the 
October war, she warned: “We cannot 
ignore public feeling...The atmosphere 
created around the government has 


made it impossible for the government 
to handle all the problems facing us.” 
A member of the immigrant 
Establishment that has dominated 
Israel since its birth in 1948, Mrs. Meir 
has led the government since 1969. 
The future of Dayan, the onetime 
public idol, was unclear. The charge 
that he, Mrs. Meir and other Labor 
leaders were to blame because the 
Arab attack in October took the armed 
forces by surprise was the major factor 
in the setback the ruling party suffered 
in the general election Dec. 31.

United Steelworkers and the IO major 
steel companies say the negotiators 
have agreed “to try and wrap it up” 
today. 
Although the sources caution that 
some problems remain, the union has 
called its Basic Steel Industry Con­ 
ference with representatives from 832 
locals to a I p.m. EDT meeting for a 
report on the negotiations. The 600- 
member conference has authority to 
ratify a tentative agreement or 
recommend turning over unresolved 
issues to a panel of arbitrators. 
A historic bargaining agreement 
signed a year ago eliminated the 
possibility of a nationwide steel strike 
this year. 
In return for giving up the right to 
strike, the USW was guaranteed wage 
increases of at least 3 per cent in each 
year of the new contract.

Israeli troops and Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan rushed to the moun­ 
tainside town, and just over four hours 
after the raid began a military source 
said, “It is all over.” Heavy explosions 
shook the building as the Israeli troops 
stromed it. 
The bodies of Israeli civilians were 
found in the doorways of their apart­ 
ments and childrens’ bullet-torn corp­ 
ses lay on the stairway of the building, 
the radio said. 
The guerrillas were carrying ex­ 
plosive charges with their Russian- 
made assault rifles, and the room 
where they barricaded themselves 
exploded when the Israelis opened fire 
and rushed the building, the radio said. 
The blasted bodies of the three 
guerrillas were found inside. 
The group’s command in Lebanon 
said, “Our men carried out their in­ 
structions. They set off explosive belts 
they wore for the operation when the 
enemy tried to storm the building they 
were holding. They died along with 
their hostages.” 
The group, the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine General 
Command, earlier demanded the 
release of IOO guerrillas from Israeli 
prisons, including the Japanese Red 
Army man who survived the massacre 
at Israel’s international airport. 


Former Nixon aide gets 30 days 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Herbert L. 
Porter, who handled the surrogate 
speakers program in President Nixon’s 
1972 re-election campaign, was sen­ 
tenced today to serve 30 days in a fed­ 
eral correctional institution for lying to 
the FBI in its Watergate investigation. 
Porter, who will be 36 on Saturday, is 
the fourth former White House aide 
who has been sentenced to prison but 
the sentence was the lightest of any. 
The charge carried a maximum five 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine but a 
lawyer from the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
said Porter’s involvement in the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up was “less in degree 
than others who pleaded guilty to 
felony charges.” 
Porter, who now works in his father- 
in-law’s small construction business at 
Laguna Niguel, Calif., had admitted to 
the Senate Watergate Committee that 
he also gave perjured testimony to the 


grand jury and at the 1973 Watergate 
break-in trial. 
He said he agreed to the lie “because 
of the fear of group pressure that would 
ensue, of not being a team player.” 
The false story concerned money he 
gave to G. Gordon Liddy, the alleged 
mastermind of the Watergate break-in. 
Porter said deputy campaign director 
Jeb. S. Magruder had .ordered him to 
give money to Liddy for “dirty tricks,” 
and that he turned over some $35,000. 
At the end of June 1972, some ll or 12 
days after the break-in at Democratic 
Party headquarters, Porter said 
Magruder told him that “dirty tricks” 
would sound bad to investigators and 
asked that they concoct a cover stoty. 
Porter said he agreed to say he gave 
Liddy $100,000 for hiring IO college 
students for IO months at $1,000 a

WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeking 
insurance against future Watergates, 
political reformers are urging 1976 
presidential nominees to do their 
campaign business through 
the 
Republican and Democratic national 
committees. 
The theory is that management, or at 
least supervision, by regular party 
organizations and leaders would guard 
against the kind of abuses that marked 
President Nixon’s 1972 re-election 
campaign. 
But there is si flaw: the way the 
system works, in a presidential year a 
party’s nominee for the White House 
decides who is going to run the party 
organization anyhow. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford has 
proposed that 1976 GOP candidates 
agree in advance that they will not set 
up special campaign committees 
without specific approval of the party. 
A House Republican study panel has 
said that “a strong national party 
would help curb some of the excesses 
that have been witnessed during the 
past few years and would make it 
easier for the public

The pattern has been for the personal 
Banknote numbers 
contradict story 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Banknote 
serial numbers appear to contradict 
the sworn testimony of Texas attorney 
Jake Jacobsen about a $10,000 fund 
earmarked for former Treasury 
Secretary John B. Conn ally, according 
to sources familiar with the case. 
Two sources said the serial numbers 
indicate the money was not in cir­ 
culation at the time Jacobsen swore it 
went into a bank safe-deposit box. 
Jacobsen has pleaded innocent to a 
perjury indictment that charges him 
with lying to a Watergate grand jury by 
saying the money stayed in the box for 
2% years, until taken out in the 
presence of an FBI agent last Nov. 27. 
Watergate investigators suspect the 
money may have been intended for 
Connelly in return for his help in get­ 
ting President Nixon to raise milk price 
supports in 1971. 
And columnist Jack Anderson 
reported this week that FBI agents 
working for the Watergate special 
prosecutor have evidence that Connelly 
pocketed the $10,000, then hastily re­ 
turned it after the dairy group came 
under investigation. 
Connally has denied receiving any 
bribe. 


The original $10,000 was taken from 
the corporate account of Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., the nation’s 
largest dairyfarmer cooperative, a few 
weeks after Nixon raised the support 
level in March 1971. Jacobsen said it 
was offered to Connally not as a bribe 
but for use in making political dona­ 
tions. 
Jacobsen said he offered the money 
to Connally twice but that Connally 
refused it and the $10,000 lay untouched 
in a safedeposit box. 
Sources say the banknote serial 
numbers indicate it is impossible for 
Jacobsen’s account to be true, because 
the bills are too new to have been in 
circulation when Jacobsen says they 
went into the box.

Clyde R. Maxwell of Newport Beach, 
Calif., testified Wednesday before a 
Senate appropriations subcommittee. 
Maxwell, who was an IRS attorney 
for 13 years, said a section of the 
Justice Department maintains a list bf 
persons who allegedly participate in 
organized crime. 
If a name goes on the list, the per­ 
son’s affairs come under an IRS strike 
force’s 
scrutiny, 
including 
an 
examination of his tax returns, tapping 
of telephones and surveillance. 
“In effect, he becomes a second-class 
citizen whose affairs are not private. 
The usual reviews of criminal tax cases 


by (IRS and the Justice Department) 
are aborted in ‘strike force’ cases and 
often a taxpayer has no chance to 
explain his innocence before he is in­ 
dicted and jailed,” Maxwell said. 
Individuals “somehow” get onto the 
list who merely know or have spoken to 
some figure linked with organized 
crime, Maxwell said. 
Under questioning by Sen. Joseph M. 
Montoya, D-N.M., Maxwell said there 
are “many people on this list (who) 
have never been convicted of a crime. 
We don’t know how that list is made 
up.” 
He also said individual tax returns 
are available to any government 
agency upon request despite the fact 
they are supposed to be confidential. 
He said all it takes for an agency to get 
a tax return is a presidential 
declaration.

John T. Dunlop of the Cost of Living 
Council says the lifting of economic 
controls could appreciably offset Nixon 
administration forecasts of slowed 
inflation. 
“I don’t want to be associated in any 
way with predictions for the second 
half of the year,” Dunlop said Wednes­ 
day when asked by reporters whether 
he concurred with the administration 
prognosis of a slower rate of inflation 
during that period.

Dunlop said the lifting of controls 
may come at the same time Congress is 
considering a national health insurance 
program which would include cost- 
restraining provisions and also tend to 
promote a major surge in demand for 
health services.

Engineers at Battelle Memorial 
Institute peg the cost of heating and 
cooling homes on power from the sun at 
some $8,000 higher than conventional 
systems. 
But by 1985, the figure could be 
trimmed to $5,000, said James A. 
Eibling, manager of the institute solar 
energy program. 
“It may be a close proposition,” 
Eibling says, if prices continue to soar 
for commonly used fuels. 
Looking conservatively at the growth 
of solar heating for residential use, he 
says in the next decade demonstration 
projects probably will be limited to fed­ 
erally funded programs. 
A bill cosponsored by U.S. Rep. 
Chalmers P. Wylie, R-Ohio, passed in 
the House Feb. 14 to fund projects 
collecting sun power. 
The experiments will have to result 
in some improvements in the solar 
systems now on the drawing boards, 
the manager said. 
“Even if you show a homeowner that 
in 20 years he gets his money back from 
solar heating, it won’t make much 
difference,” he said. 
If solar systems are on the mass 
production lines by 1985, a favorable 


cost difference could exist, the Battels 
expert said. Cost-cutting will have to bi 
in materials, he said. 
In those sun-powered houses of tin 
future now in design at Battelle, watei 
circulates in tubes through a light 
absorbent section of the roof. 
About 1,000 gallons of water heated s 
200 degrees would be routed int 
storage tanks. In cool seasons, a fa 
blowing air through a radiator fuele 
by the warm water would heat th 
house. 
Cooling systems would operate on a 
absorption unit using heat from th 
water — a principle already employe 
in propane-fueled refrigerators. 
Eibling says chemical substitute 
could extend the power of the systen 
since water retains heat from the sui 
only three to four days. 
And he said the system could be mon 
efficient with perfection of a solar hea 
pump. When skies are clear and sola 
energy plentiful, a pump couli 
generate additional electricity to Ugh 
a home. 
Eibling, also head of U.S. par 
ticipation in the International Solai 
Energy Society, says in the next cen 
tory solar systems will be commoi 
unless nuclear fusion is harnessei 
sooner than expected.

WOLFORD, who was one of these 
activated by the Ohio National Guard 
unit in Washington C. H. ;o assist at the 
disaster site, said the master control 
switch for the operation of the warning 
siren is located in the Washington C. H. 
Fire Department. He said th siren’s 
blast can be heard ever most of Union 
Township and as far away from 
Washington C. H. as Bloomingburg. 
He said a test alert will be conducted 
jointly by city and county officials soon. 
The test and the meanings of the 
number of blasts will be published prior 
to the test.

Weather bulletins are constantly 
received over the computer monitoring 
system. 
Police Chief Rodman Scott said the 
National

had 
predicted the tornado last Wednesday 
well in advance of the actual sweep 
through Xenia. He also said that city 
police are obligated to report unusual 
weather conditions such as sighting of 
funnel clouds or high winds over the 
computer in order that the National 
Weather Service can begin tracking 
possible tornadoes. 
It was mentioned that the city should 
explore the possibility of acquiring a 
mobile generating system so that 
communications systems in the city 
police and fire departments could be 
connected in the event of a long-term 
power outage. Scott and Fire Chief

No great credit to Nixon 


No matter how one looks at the 
presidential tax case, President 
Nixon does not come out of it very 
well. 
The most favorable thing to be 
said in his behalf is that he has 
forthrightly kept his promise to 
abide by the findings of the Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation. 
Both the committee’s highly 
respected staff and the Internal 
Revenue Service itself came to the 
conclusion, on going over Mr. 
Nixon’s income tax returns filed 
during his presidency, that he has a 
liability of close to half a million 


dollars in tax and interest as a result 
of impermissible deductions. 
Fraud is ruled out by both IRS and 
the committee, but the overriding 
fact remains that the President owes 
— and undertakes to pay at once — 
an amount which the White House 
says will leave him “almost totally 
wiped out” financially. 
This may occasion sympathy for 
the President. It does not foster a 
very high regard for his role in this 
matter. 
Either he relied wholly on his tax 
lawyers and had no knowledge of 
what was done, as the White House 


contends, or (as the tax attorney 
Frank DeMarco Jr. maintains) he 
did go over the returns himself with 
some care and knew what was in 
them. 
lo the first case he might be 
charged with careless delegation of 
authority; if he did oversee the 
returns one might deem him in­ 
sensitive to the concept that a 
president should take exceptional 
pains to take no questionable 
deductions. 
In either case, the President does 
not emerge from the situation with 
great credit in the eyes of the public.

The President’s tax mistake 


WASHINGTON - Why does the 
President have so many incompetent 
advisers? 
This question was put rather wist­ 
fully by a Republican still holding of­ 
fice in the administration when it was 
revealed that Mr. Nixon must pay 
$476,000 for tax deficiencies. 
That is not the real question. Why, it 
must be asked, has the President 
surrounded himself with so many 
misfits and incompetents, with the tax 
judgment only the last of a series of 
damning revelations? 
In the final analysis the respon­ 
sibility is his and this will surely be 
taken into consideration by the House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
in 
their 
deliberation 
over 
a 
bill 
of 
im­ 
peachment. 
Every single step the President took 
with respect to his taxes over a four- 
year period was in error. He himself is 
a lawyer and he should have given 
more than a cursory look at his returns 
showing such a huge deduction for the 
gift of his vice presidential papers. 
Those papers, including a number of 
newspaper clippings, seem to have 
been a kind of catch-all of uncertain 
value. 


HIS ANNOUNCEMENT on Dec. 8 
calling on the joint tax committee of 
Congress to review his returns with a 
promise to abide by the committee’s 
finding was a cardinal mistake. That 
was a privilege open to nn other tax­ 
payer. 
If he had simply let the reviewing 
process of the Internal Revenue Ser­ 


vice take its course, as it would have 
with any other citizen in the same 
situation, he could'have contested the 
finding of IRS before the tax court. 
Once he had publicly pledged to follow 
the congressional committee’s report 
to the letter, this option was foreclosed. 
The President’s personal misfor­ 
tunes to one side, the blow to the in- 
tegrety of the tax system is of real 
concern. If it had not been for the 
revelation by the Providence Journal 
that the President for two years paid 
only miniscule amounts of tax on an 
income well over $200,000, the whole 
matter might never have come to light. 
The IRS was in the first instance only 
too happy to play shut-eye with the 
Nixon returns. After what must surely 
have been a perfunctory audit, a high 
IRS official wrote the President 
complimenting him on the care shown 
in the preparation of his tax returns. 
That official, William D. Winters, has 
since been promoted. 


THE INTEGRITY of the income tax 
system has been a rock on which many 
crooks have foundered. They might get 
away with their criminality in the 
courts or by bribing officials. 
But if they failed to pay federal tax on 
their ill-gotten gains the chances were 
close to IOO per cent that they would end 
in prison. Such prohibition ear 
overlords as Al Capone were found 
guilty of failing to pay their tax and got 
stiff jail sentences. 
If the system cracks in cynical 
disbelief, one of the remaining strong 


points of law enforcement will go with 
it. Wthout conviction of honesty and 
unflinching enforcement it will not be 
workable since even an army of en­ 
forcing agents could not police 70 
million or 80 million returns. 
This week you and I and 81 million 
others will file individual income tax 
returns. The report persists, despite 
IRS playing the possibility down, that 
taxpayers this time will squeeze out 
every possible deduction and revenue 
will fall below expeditions. 
They will be following the Nixon 
example with his return showing 
claimed deductions for flowers sent to 
funerals and other such petty business. 


LET’S FACE IT, the income tax is a 
curse making us into a nation of 
bookkeepers. But at least it has been 
kept honest unlike the tax in France 
and Italy where the taxpayer is 
assessed a certain amount and he then 
proceeds to bargain with the collector 
to get the best possible deal. With 
political pull, this can mean zero. 
My own returns have been audited 
for four years running. Because I was 
on the enemy list I thought it might be 
political reprisal. My tax attorney says 
this is unlikely. 
In that vast storehouse in West 
Virginia computers scan each return 
and under certain circumstances the 
red light flashes and an audit is or­ 
dered. 
That is the impersonal turn of fate as 
millions of ordinary taxpayers, 
Presidents excepted, have learned.

In the last six months I have had a 
recurrence of this eccentric behavior 
and — much to my surpirse — 
discovered my wife was suffering the 
same symptoms.

The steepness of the incline 
always forced the school bus drivers to 
gear down, making a horrendous 
racket.

Usually she 
forgot something, so she would roar 
back up, then down again. Then the 
back-hall closet door would slam, the 
back door would slam, and she would 
do the 100-yard dash to the bus stop.

wife and I would be lying in bed 
mentally figuring the odds on Jo’s 
missing the connection. The bus would 
stop, then gear up, and we would wait 
five minutes to find out whether she 
had made it, or whether somebody had 
to climb in the car and make the school 
run. . . before breakfast. 
As we consider breakfast and dinner 
the serious meals of the day, this taxi 
duty was thoroughly obnoxious. I, for 
instance, do not consider the day begun 
until I have finished my second cup of 
coffee and read two newspapers. 
In all fairness to our daughter, her 
track record was spectacular. How she 
did it I will never know: I would swear 
that on numerous occasions the house 
door slammed just is the bus began to 
move away from the stop. 
But 
somehow or other, the taxi service was 
seldom required, and we blessed her. 
Now we are suffering from what 
some saccharine phrasemonger styled 
the “Empty Nest Syndrome” : she is aff 
to college. We are holding up under the 
strain better than I had anticipated. It’s 
nice, for instance, to have our phone 
back. (She, perhaps to my secret an­ 
noyance, seems to be thriving without 
the wise and patient guidance of her 
loving parents.) Yet we both have the 
same habitual daily response. 


EVERY MORNING as the bus grinds 
its gears for Mt. Everest, my wife and I 
wake up and wait for the bowling ball to 
go rolling downstairs, the heard of 
elephants to come rushing back up, 
then the bowling ball again, and finally 
the cannon shot of the slamming door. 
The first time nothing happened, I 
started automatically to go wake her 
up, on the same wavelength, said, 
“Maybe her clock didn’t go off.” Then, 
suddenly, the truth dawned on us, and 
we laughed. 
So now, when we both wake up on 
cue, we just look at each other and 
chuckle. But it’s a sentimental, not a 
derisive chuckle: if the awful truth be 
told, we both miss that bowling ball 
bouncing downstairs. 
Those incredible sound effects were 
an integral part of our life, a part we 
can never experience again. But then, 
on the other hand, she will never again 
miss the bus and launch one of us, 
coffee-less, on a dawn patrol.

The Ohio system is part of AT&T’s 
newest and biggest cable network for 
long distance calls. Opened March 6, 
the network services long distance 
calls in a five-state area from Pitt­ 
sburgh, Pa., to St. Louis, Mo. 
The company said the new system is 
the largest capacity cable system now 
operating in the United States. It is 
capable of transmitting 108,000 long 
distance phone calls simultaneously.

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Lower chamber wins fights 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - They may 
call the House the lower chamber of the 
Ohio legislature—but it came out on top 
twice with tne Senate last week. 
House 
members 
enjoyed 
the 
victories immensely—even cheered. 
One standoff, which had raged for 
months, resulted in a House victory and 
three former senators being taken out 
of a $600,000 measure paying sundry 
claims against the state. 
The three had tried to collect salaries 
for two years remaining in their terms 
after they were reapportioned out of 
their seats in 1966. The amount in­ 
volved was $16,000 each. 
After the House rejected two con­ 
ference committee reports that in­ 
cluded the former senators, the so­ 
called upper chamber relented so 
others claims in the bill—some of which 
had been pending for several years— 
could be paid. 
Among the unpaid claims was that of 
a widow and six children whose 
husband and father had been killed in a 
traffic accident involving an erring 
state employe. 
Sen. Howard C. Cook, R-l Toledo, 
helped persuade the senators to go 
along with the House by pointing out 
the hazards one must accept when 
embarking on a political career. 
“Reapportionment is something that 
can affect us all,” he said. “ I’m living 
in an apartment on a road I didn’t even 
want to live on while our family home is 
standing empty.” 
Cook’s district was reshuffled by 
Democratic reapportionment in 1970. 
A cheer went up in the House when 
the Senate’s backdown was announced. 
“They just didn t have a leg to stand 
on,” said one House member. 
In the other victory, the House 
succeeded in taking out of a new 
campaign financing bill a provision 
that would have reinstated Sen. Donald 
E. “ Buz” Lukens, R-4 Middletown, as 
an eligible political candidate. 
Lukens was ruled off the ballot for 
five years for failure to file his 1972 


personal campaign financial statement 
on time. 
In the second case, the Senate 
divided. Democrats remained united 
and Cook joined them in opposing the 
so-called Lukens amendment. The vote 


first time around was 16-15 with a 
constitutional majority of 17 required. 
After a conference committee agreed 
to remove the amendment, the bill 
went back to the Senate and received 
27-3 approval.

NEW YORK (AP) - The certainty 
NBC will make a series based on nine 
books about frontier life on the prairie 
is causing a gentleman farmer in 
Charlottesville, Va., more joy than a 
record crop this week. 
“ I’m beaming all over,” says Roger 
L. MacBride, who said he’s learned 
that “The Little House on the Prairie.” 
a made-for-TV movie NBC aired March 
30, will be a regular series next fall. 
The movie, which drew extremely 
high ratings, starred Michael Landon. 
It was adapted from one of the classic 
“Little House” books written by the 
late Laura Ingalls Wilder, who died at 
age 9(K in 1957. 
Where does MacBride fit in? He’s her 
great-grandson by adoption. And he 
owns the rights to the books, which 
chronicle the struggle of Mrs. Wilder’s 
youth and her family in the Midwest of 
the 1870s. 
“ I’ve just heard that the NBC 
lawyers are writing our lawyers out in 
Hollywood that they’ve picked up the 
option and that it will be a series,” he 
said in a telephone interview. 
“ Isn’t that terrific? I’ve been up all 
night, as you can imagine, talking to 
people.” 
MacBride, 44, had just stepped out of 
the shower to answer the phone. 
Although a Yankee by birth, raised in 
Mt.Kisco, N.Y., he was as courtly as a 


native Virginian about his unexpected 
caller. 
NBC, when called, said it couldn’t 
comment about new series until it 
unveils its new fall line next week. But 
knowledgeable industry sources said 
“ Little House” definitely will be among 
those wares. 
MacBride, a lawyer, said he now 
specializes 
in

operating his farm. He was asked how 
the whole TV deal came about. 
“ It’s odd how these things work,” he 
said. “Walt Disney for years wanted to 
do it, but he couldn’t ever persuade any 
of his production men to agree. 
“ All of a sudden, about 2lk years ago, 
there was a mob descending — through 
the publishers — on me, wanting to buy 
the rights.”

Mud deposits form islands 
in Istanbul's Golden Horn 


ISTANBUL (AP) — The stagnant 
waters of the Golden Horn are silting 
up rapidly, and in the higher stretches 
low mud island are appearing and 
forming stretches of dry land. 
Kamil Bakkal, a local dealer in 
animal intestines, has built himself a 
hut and drying-sheds for his unsavory 
wares on one of them, and now lives 
and works right in the middle of the 
once beautiful waterway. 
Experts warned some years ago that 
the Golden Horn would be solid ground 
by the end of this century. They blame 
not only 
the industrial areas of 
Alibeykoy and Kagithane at the head of 
the five-mile long estuary, but also the 
three bridges which now span it. The 
uppermost of these, being built as part 
of the ring-road complex attached to 
the Bosporus Bridge linking Europe to 
Asia, is not yet complete. 
The bridges, the experts say, slow 
down the already sluggish currents 
in the estuary, which are incapable of 
carrying their alluvial load down to the 
point where the Golden Horn flows into 
the Sea of Marmara.

of Europe.” Now they too are laden 
down with industrial and human 
wastes, and robbed of their ability to 
enter the estuary with any force.

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Glenn withdraws 
from debate 
with Metzenbaum 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — John 
Glenn says he is withdrawing from a 
scheduled 
May 
3 
debate 
at 
the 
Cleveland City Club unless his op­ 
ponent for the Democratic nomination 
for the U.S. Senate, U.S. Sen. Howard 
Metzenbaum, makes a full financial 
disclosure. 
Glenn told a news conference 
Wednesday that except for an April 25 
debate scheduled to be aired over 
WEWS-TV, Cleveland, he will not meet 
Metzenbaum unless the senator makes 
public his income tax returns and 
debts. 
Metzenbaum called Glenn’s decision 
“incredible,” adding: “I would never 
have thought that a man with his 
Marine Corps background would have 
walked away from a direct con­ 
frontation.” 
Referring to the disclosure issue, he 
said it was a “total copout to argue this 
has some relevance as to whether we 
should debate.” 
A Metzenbaum aide said the senator 
will stand on the financial disclosure 
made earlier, which listed his financial 
holdings and summarized his earnings 
and taxes for the years 1967 through 
1973. 
The aide charged that Glenn is 
“really afraid to debate with the 


senator on the issues...He probably 
feels he can’t hold his own on the issues 
and has chosen this way out...The 
reasons he’s given just don’t hang to­ 
gether.” 
Glenn said he is excepting the April 
25 date because the commitment was 
made before he laid down conditions 
under which he would debate Metzen­ 
baum. 
But the former astronaut raised the 
possibility that the WEWS-TV debate 
might be canceled also if he finds the 
format unacceptable. 
He said he wants a format in which 
both candidates would be interviewed 
by a panel of newsmen.

Josephs said he was “shocked” by 
Glenn’s withdrawal after his aides had 
given a commitment that he would 
appear. 
“We’ve had Senate candidates ap­

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger are opening talks with 
Algerian leader Houari Boumedienne 
in an effort to gain influence with the 
increasingly important Arab leader. 
The two administration officials 
scheduled a morning meeting at the 
White House with Boumedienne, who is 
making his first visit to any Western 
nation. 
The Boumedienne meetings takes on 
extra importance because of the jolt 
given U.S.Mideast policy , by the 


collapse of the Golds Meir Cabinet in 
Israel. 
The United States and Algeria have 
not had diplomatic relations since the 
Israeli-Arab war in 1967 and President 
Nixon asked for today’s meeting as a 
prelude to resumption of formal con­ 
tacts. 
There were several reasons for the 
American effort, including wider ac­ 
cess to the extensive natural gas fields 
in Algeria. But international politics 
was a major motivation. 


Kissinger has been trying to increase 
American influence among the major 
Arab nations in order to strengthen his 
leverage in arranging a Middle East 
settlement. 
Boumedienne 
has 
moved 
in­ 
creasingly into a leadership role among 
the Arabs and Kissinger seeks closer 
ties to avoid being dependent on 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for 
his influence in the area. 
In addition Boumedienne has become 
a leader among less developed nations 
generally. He is in the United States to 


attend a special United Nations Gener­ 
al Assembly meeting called at his 
initiative on pricing and allocating of 
raw materials held by developing 
nations. 
Boumedienne is expected to resist 
any quick re-establishment of relations 
without some direct link to a new phase 
in the Middle East peace move, par­ 
ticularly

It is extremely unlikely that this will 
happen until Israel’s political situation 
stabilizes and that may take months. 
Millions of workers affected 
by wave of Japanese strikes 


TOKYO (AP) — Japanese labor’s 
annual “shunto,” its spring wage of­ 
fensive, reached its peak today with 
millions of workers on a one-to-five-day 
strike affecting more than half the 
nation’s 108 million people. 
It was the closest thing to a general 
strike in Japan’s history. 
The workers struck the railroads, 
subways, buses, taxis, airlines and 
commercial shipping. 
Also hit were schools; telegraph, 
government 
and 
post 
offices; 
municipal garbage collection; forestry 
preserves; the government printing 
agency and the mint. 
The nationwide labor movement is 
seeking wage hikes of 30 to 35 per cent 
to counter the soaring cost of living, 
which rose 24 per cent last year under 
the pressure from the increase in oil 
prices. 
Some industries have already given 
in. But Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
has refused to budge from an offer of an 
18.7 per cent increase for government 
workers, including those on the 
national railway, and has also failed to 
satisfy the rail workers’ demands for 
the legal right to strike. Tanaka 
proposed a two-year study of the right- 
to-strike question by a special cabinet 
council. 
The transport strikes affected more 
than 40 million people, or two-thirds of 
the work force. Those who didn’t stay 
home struggled to their offices and 
factories on foot, by bicycle, car pool or 
motorcycle. 
The Education Ministry said about 15 
million primary, middle and high 
school students — about 96 per cent of 
the total — got a holiday as the 500,000- 
member teachers’ union 
went on 
strikes ranging from one to eight hours. 
The 13,600-member Federation of 
Civil Aviation Workers, including 3,500 


in foreign airlines, declared strikes of 
from two to 72 hours, causing delays in 
cargo handling and passenger services.

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OPAL getting synthetic gas 


By IRVING DESFOR 
AP Newsfeatures 
The annual convention and trade 
show of the American photo industry is 
an important barometer of what’s 
ahead for this country’s camera fans. 
This year it’s something special 
because the Master Photo Dealers and 
Finishers Assn. were celebrating their 
50th anniversary at their sessions in 
Chicago in late March. For the oc­ 
casion, m ajor manufacturers and 
distributors were unveiling new films 
and equipment that will affect or 
concern the country’s picture takers. 
Probably most newsworthy was the 
announcement of a three-film shakeup. 
First is the replacement of popular 
Kodachrome 
II 
film 
by 
new 
Kodachrome 25 (daylight) film in all 
sizes for still cameras and in 8mm and 
16mm movie sizes. 
Secondly, present Kodachrome-X 
will be replaced by new Kodachrome 64 
(daylight) film. Both new films for still 
cameras should be available at dealers 
starting in April. 
Thirdly, new Kodachrome 40 movie 
film (type A) will replace type A 
Kodachrome II in double-8mm and 
16mm sizes. It 
is scheduled for 
distribution in July along with new 
Kodachrome 25 movie film (daylight). 
However, movie makers with super 
8mm cameras will have to wait till fall 
this year before Kodachrome 40 (type 
A) film reaches camera stores. 


FOLLOWING a demonstration for 
press representatives of the differences 
between the new and present films, 
these points can be made: 
There is no increase in film speed in 
the changes to new emulsions but there 
is clearer knowledge of each film ’s 
rated speed because it’s incorporated 
in the new film ’s name. 
Thus, new Kodachrome 25 has an 
ASA 25 film speed. New Kodachrome 64 
has an ASA 64 film speed. And new 
Kodachrome 40 (type A) has an ASA 40 
film speed. With a box of new film, you 
know immediately what to set the ASA 
rating at without hunting for the in­ 
struction sheet. 
In comparing new Kodachrome 25 
with 
Kodachrome 
II, 
officials 
acknowledge no improved grain or 
sharpness but say that these qualities 
have been maintained at a similar 
level. 
There is a general improvement in 
tone and color reproduction in the new 
film but the change is very subtle and 
takes a keen eye to be aware of it. 
The yellows are slightly cleaner and 
reds, blues and greens are a bit 
brighter. The sky tone has less 
magenta and may be more natural 
although some camera fans may prefer 
the magenta tone as it is now. 


ON THE WHOLE, since Kodachrome 
II hts been considered for many years 
by top photographers as the standard 
for color film quality, it’s disappointing 
that a change did not include a faster 
film speed while maintaining its other 
characteristics. 
That would have been a practical and 
valuable improvement. 
In 
comparisons 
between 
new 
Kodachrome 64 and Kodachrome-X, 
the differences and improvement are 
more readily seen. 
The new film has lower contrast; is 
less grainy and a bit sharper; has more 
exposure latitude and better color 
rendition. A noticeable area of im­ 
provement is in more pleasing flesh 
tones. 
When scenes taken with new 
Kodachrome 40 (type A) movie film 
were compared with similar scenes 
shot on Kodachrome II (type A), the 
results showed better color rendition in 
general with improved flesh tones in 
particular. Officials reported it is also a 
bit less grainy. 
As the new films become available, 
present films will be phased out. 
However, Kodachrome II professional 
film (type A) will continue to be sup­ 
plied in 36 exposure, 35mm cartridges 
for approximately one year. After that 
a new film of similar speed and color 
balance is expected to be introduced. 


PRIC ES and processing charges for 
the new films will remain the same as 
for corresponding films and services 
that they replace. 
A revolutionary new system of slide 
projection and a new line of low-profile 
movie projectors were also introduced 
Folk music fete 
slated April 17 
at Chillicothe 


CHILLICOTHE - The sounds of 
Appalachian folk music and the 
lifestyles of early settlers and miners 
will be presented Wednesday, April 17, 
when Ohio University-Chillicothe hosts 
the Green Parks Company at 8 p.m. in 
Bennett Hall Auditorium.

The New York Times, citing “well­

Alexander had asked Watergate 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski to 
start the probe, to focus on Nixon’s 
claim of a $576,000 deduction for 
donating his prepresidential papers to 
the National Archives. 
There was no immediate comment on 
the story from Jaworski’s office. 
However, a spokesman for the special 
prosecutor on Wednesday declined to 
disclose whether any matters con­ 
nected with Nixon’s taxes were under 
study. 
The Times said its sources reported 


that Alexander had discussed the taxes 
question with Jaworski last week and 
had provided the prosecutor with a list 
of Nixon associates and former aides to 
be investigated in connection with the 
matter. 
Both the IRS and a joint con­ 
gressional panel have ruled that the 
gift deduction was improper because of 
a back-dated deed that was actually 
signed after the law permitting such 
deductions had expired. Because of this 
and other findings, Nixon agreed to pay 
$432,787.13 plus interest in back taxes. 
Atty. Gen. William Saxbe said 
Tuesday that material related to 
California attorney Frank DeMarco 
had been turned over to Jaworski. De­ 
Marco has admitted back-dating the 
deed for Nixon’s papers.

decides to ground Superman 


METROPOLIS, Bl. (AP) — Great 
Caesar’s ghost! Superman has been 
grounded in his self-proclaimed 
hometown. 
The “Amazing World of Superman,” 
a project that was supposed to rival 
Disneyland and bring Metropolis a 
supershare of the tourist business, is 
going into mothballs. 
About three years ago, someone got 
the idea Superman would make a 
dandy favorite son. After all, didn’t the 
comic book Man of Steel live in a place 
called Metropolis and work there on the 
’Daily Planet newspaper? 
Enthusiasm ran so high that a full­ 
length portrait of Superman was 
painted on the town water tower, and 
the local weekly newspaper changed its 
name to the Planet. 
Last spring, to the accompaniment of 
a .Marine Corps band and a chorus of 
gospel singers, a Superman exhibition 


hall — Amazing World’s first phase — 
opened in a refurbished roller rink. 
Politicians gave their blessings, 
Superman’s creator gave the hall an X- 
ray vision once over and hopes bounded 
high. 
Then it got very quiet' Nobody came. 
James W. Crain, 40, chairman of the 
board of Metropolis Recreation, Inc., 
owners of the project, said Wednesday 
nearly everything has gone wrong — 
delay in construction of a nearby 
superhighway, too much rain, the 
gasoline shortage and rising prime 
interest rates. 
This week, signs were posted an­ 
nouncing an auction of the hall’s fix­ 
tures. Crain isn’t sure whether the 
exhibits, among them the art work for 
the first Superman comic in 1934 and 
the costume worn by George Reeves in 
the Superman television series, will be 
sold. 
Associate attorney general 
talks himself out of job 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe’s political friend, 
J.D. Sawyer, has talked himself out of a 
top Justice Department job and the 
fancy new office suite Saxbe provided 
him. 
Saxbe has decided to abolish the 
$38,000-a-year job of associate attorney 
general less than three months after he 
appointed Sawyer to it. 
Sawyer said he recommended the 
move because he concluded “there is 
really no role for the associate attorney 
general ...if the department is to func­ 
tion effectively and along traditional 
lines.” 
By recommending an end to his own 
job, he became a rarity in the 
Washington bureaucracy. 
The sudden end of Sawyer’s Justice 
Department career was announced 
today as part of a pisa to scrap a 
departmental reorganization imposed 
by former Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson. 
Saxbe’s decision, subject to staff 
review for two weeks, returns the 
department to a traditional system 
Richardson considered fragmented 
and ineffective. 
Sawyer, who managed Saxbe’s 
successful Senate campaign in 1968, 
said he expects to leave the department 
in about six weeks and return to his real 
estate business in Middletown, Ohio, 
after a Florida vacation. 
He told reporters that when he ac­ 
cepted the job, he anticipated staying 
about a year. 
As :t turned out, he stayed hardly 


long enough to settle into an office suite 
enlarged and redecorated at a cost of 
$25,500.

Tague ordered Griffith handcuffed 
and gagged. 
The crimes occurred in New 
Straitsville after Griffith’s escape 
March 15,1973 from a Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court, police said. 


Detroit to host 
energy m e e tin g ^ 
DETROIT (AP) — Experts from 55 
nations will meet here this fall to see 
what can be done to help solve the 
world’s future energy problems. 
The Ninth World Energy Conference 
(Sept. 22-27) will draw some 4,500 
persons, including influential govern­ 
ment ministers, economists, scient- 
sists, 
engineers, educators and 
executives in the energy industry. 
Specialists from some 45 members 
nations will prepare some 250 technical 
papers for advance placement with the 
registrants. More than 3,000 delegates 
will come from foreign countries, 20 
per cent from various government 
agencies. The balance will come from 
utilities and industries involved in the 
production and transmission of energy. 
The world group headquartered in 
London was founded in 1924 and is 
composed of national chapters in 69 
countries. Its only other conference 
held in the U.S. was convened in 
Washington D.C. in 1936. It will cost 
about $2 million to stage the latest 
meeting, most of which will come from 
registration fees and contributions 
from companies and industries. 


The Washington C. H. Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors endorsed 
an April 18 hearing in Sabina con­ 
cerning the proposed Rattlesnake 
Creek Watershed project during the 
regular meeting Thursday morning. 
The public hearing is being held in an 
effort to hasten the proposed watershed 
project which involves some 177,000 
acres of farm land.

issues rulings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has ruled against 
Richard B. Kay in his bid to oust fellow 
Clevelander Arthur L. Cain as state 
chairman of the American Independent 
Party (AIP). 
But the unanimous decision Wed­ 
nesday was based on a finding that the 
chairmanship of the party is an in­ 
ternal matter, and that the office is not 
a “public office” having anything to do 
with “ the sovereign functions of 
government.” 
Records showed Ray was elected 
chairman in 1972 at a meeting called by 
four newly elected central com­ 
mitteemen. He then went to court to 
seek the ouster of Cain, who had been 
chairman. 
In another case, the Supreme Court 
upheld a Board of Tax Appeals ruling 
that 
Quaker 
Apartments 
of 
Wilmington, operated by a non-profit 
corporation, does not qualify for ex­ 
emption from state sales and use taxes. 
Quaker sought the exemption on the 
cost of materials used in the con­ 
struction of an 80-unit building 
reserved for the poor and handicapped, 
for whom a federal agency pays part of 
the rent. 
In its 6-1 decision—with Chief Justice 
C. William O’Neill dissenting—the 
court held that in order to qualify for 
the exemption, the company would 
have to meet a qualification that the 
housing was used “exclusively for 
charitable purposes.” 
Quaker does not do this, the court 
said, in effect, because its tenants are 
required to pay at least part of their 
rent.

Soybeans still top cash crop

Agriculture Department says soybeans 
will continue as the nation’s leading 
cash crop again this year despite a 
prospective buildup in reserves by next 
fall when the 1974 harvest is ready. 
Farmers sold an estimated $8.1 
billion worth of soybeans in calendar 
1973, the department said Wednesday 
in a report on the fats and oils situation. 


Those sales — cash receipts — included 
beans 
from 
both 
1972 and 
1973 
production. 
But prices for 1973-crop soybeans, 
although down from erratic peaks a 
year ago, have been relatively stable 
and are high enough so that 1974 ap­ 
pears to be another top year for the 
oilseed. 
The report emphasized that “cash 
receipts” refer to that portion of a crop

Corn, 
on the other hand, has a larger “farm 
value” — more than $13.3 billion for 
1973 output — but nearly half is used on 
farms that produce it. 
Farmers have indicated they will 
plant about 55 million acres of soybeans 
this spring, which could mean a crop of 
about 1.54 billion bushels, down slightly 
from the 1973 record. 
Meantime, the USDA report said, the 
big crop last year plus a small reserve 
last fall meant a record soybean supply 
of more than 1.6 billion bushels was 
available for use during the 1973-74 
season. 
Total use is estimated at around 1.4 
billion bushels, meaning the carryover 
next Sept. I when the 1974 crop is ready 
will be about 240 million bushels. 
“This would be the second largest 
carryover of record, surpassed only by 
the 327 million bushels of Sept. 1,1969,” 
the report said. 
“However, the carryover this fall 
will be composed entirely of free 
stocks, in .contrast to earlier when 
about 95 per cent of thfeig27 million 
bushels was in government hands.” 
Prices paid farmers rose from a little 
over $5 per bushel last November to 
$5.96 in March. The report said the av­ 
erage for soybeans from last Sept. I 
through March was $5.75 per bushel, 
compared with $4.19 during the same 
period in 1972-73. 
At the same time, the report in­ 
dicated, many soybean farmers ap­ 
parently have become a little more 
wary about market trends. Through 
February, it said, producers had put 
123 million bushels of beans under price 
support loan protection, compared with 
89 million a year earlier. 
“Although prices are two and a half 
times the support level ($2.25 per 
bushel), farmers are using the loan for 
interim financing and a means of 
holding beans for sale later on,” the re­ 
port said.

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Red China 
upset by 
trade news

NEW YORK (AP) - The Chinese are 
upset about news commentaries that 
trade prospects with the United States 
have cooled, a China authority and 
corporate trade negotiator reports. 
Officials of the People’s Republic, 
Harned Pettus Hoose said, are anxious 
that trade relations continue to 
develop. “I was asked to please make 
this known to business circles in the 
United States. They were emphatic,” 
Hoose said. 
He added: “They, are very disturbed 
and resentful of such reports and ask 
what is being done to cope with them.” 
Hoose, a lawyer who was born and 
who lived 23 years in China, and who 
has spent six of the past 24 months 
negotiating for American corporations 
there, said he was asked continually in 
a recent visit to comment on the 
alleged cooling. 
“I told them I saw no evidence of it,” 
said Hoose, who maintains that any 
such reports resulted, in his opinion, 
from an inability of some observers to 
assess a nation as large and complex as 
China. 
“It’s like the blind feeling an 
elephant,” he said. “One feels the tail 
and believes the elephant is cool; 
another feels the trunk and believes the 
elephant is hot.” 
The Chinese, however, aren’t in­ 
clined to accept such a simple ex­ 
planation. To them, Hoose said, 
“reports about cooling off must 
originate with Taiwan or the Soviet 
Union or from circles that are enimical 
to the Chinese.” 
Partly because they believe the 
Soviets are a “very real and immediate 
threat,” in Hoose’s words, the Chinese 
are committed to economic expansion 
through trade. 
In Canton, for example, the govern­ 
ment has constructed an enormous 
trade building to replace older 
facilities. The complex is at least 20 
times larger than the existing facility, 
with hundreds of acres of grounds ard 
buildings. 
Further evidence of a commitment to 
trade, said Hoose, are dozens of new 
hotels in Canton, Shanghai and Peking, 
the development of more dock space 
and even a system for handling con­ 
tainerized cargo. 
Americans 
less mobile 
than before 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Census 
Bureau population^specialist says 
Americans may be sllgfftfyless mobile 
than they used to be, but still change 
homes with great frequency. 
A new study shows that 31.8 per cent 
of all Americans changed their 
residence during the three-year period 
ending in March of last year. 
The study also shows that more 
Americans moved away from the 
nation’s metropolitan areas, 4,680,000, 
than moved in, 3,736,000. 
In previous years, Census Bureau 
surveys showed that the percentage of 
Americans who changed homes every 
year declined from 19 and 20 per cent in 
the early 1960s to the recent historical 
low of 17.9 per cent in 1971. 
There were no separate surveys for 
1972 and 1973. 
The latest three-year survey is not 
directly comparable to the previous 
annual surveys, but Larry H. Long of 
the bureau’s population division says 
there has been a slight decline in 
mobility in recent years. 
But he noted the volume of people 
who change homes every year still is 
much greater than in the past two 
decades, even though the percentage is 
lower. 
The most mobile age group in the 
population are persons in their 20s, of 
whom 58 per cent changed homes in the 
1970-1973 period. 
Both the South and the West ex­ 
perienced a net inflow of 1.2 million 
migrants, with the Northeast and North 
Central regions having an offsetting 
loss.

Unemployment assistance 
offered to storm victims 


COLUMBUS — Residents of six Ohio 
counties are eligible for Disaster 
Unemployment Assistance (DUA) As a 
result of killer tornadoes which ripped 
through the area last Wednesday. 
In response to a plea from Ohio Gov. 
John J. Gilligan, Adams, Butler, 
Greene, Hamilton, Madison and 
Warren counties have been declared 
major disaster areas by President 
Richard M. Nixon, 
The Ohio Bureau of Employment 
Services 
began preparing DUA 
payments after the governor directed 
administrator William E. Games to 
give the situation in stricken areas the 
highest priority. 
Gov. Gilligan, who visited the 
devastated parts of the state within 
hours after the disaster, also told the 
OBES administrator that residents 
within the area are to be given every 
consideration possible. 


ELIGIBLE 
for 
unemployment 
assistance payments will be those who 
live or work in the disaster area, either 
for themselves or for an employer, and 
who: 
No longer have a job or a place to 
work in the area; can not get to their 
place of employment, even if the work 
were outside the.disaster area, and 
those wrho urn presented from going to 
work because of An illness or injury 
resulting from the disaster. 
DUA payments are retroactive to the 
date of the storms. 
Gov. Gilligan said individuals 
recently unemployed, or those com­ 
pleting school or training, may also be 
eligible if the disaster prevented them 
from obtaining work. 
The governor said that all ap­ 
plications and claims for the assistance 
are to be filed in the regular unem­ 
ployment claims offices of the Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Services, or at 
Federal Disaster Assistance Centers. 
He 
noted 
that 
under 
federal 
regulations, all applications must be 
filed with OBES before May 6. 


ACCORDING to Games, the level of 
DUA payments — funds for which are 
provided by the federal government 
under the Disaster Relief Act of 1970 — 
are related to prior earnings. 
The OBES administrator explained 
that the minimum /’.mount to be paid 
will be equal to Lie average unem­ 
ployment compensation payment made 
by the state, or $59. The maximum 
amount will equal the highest unem­ 
ployment compensation payment made 
by the state, or $114. 
Games said that anyone who believes 
he is entitled to DUA payments should 
report to the nearest local claims office 
or disaster centers as soon as possible. 
Applicants should bring their Social 
Security Account Number, and if 
possible, any papers showing em­ 
ployment or earnings prior to the 
disaster. If ill or injured because of the

Q. — I

Q. — A friend of mine recently gave 
me his old stationary scroll saw when 
he got a new one. I find that I am 
constantly breaking the blades. My 
friend says it never happens to him. 
What am I doing wrong? 
A. — Assuming that you are using the 
saw on regular wood, the same as your 
friend, the most probably cause of 
blade breakage is pushing the work into 
the blade too rapidly. A scroll saw is 
made to cut slowly. 
The same thing holds true when 
cutting metal, which is done with a 
special blade. Feed the metal into the 
saw too fast and you will wind up with a 
broken blade. 


Q. — I plan to lay resilient floor tiles 
on a wooden floor. Is an underlayment 
of hardboard or plywood necessary? 
A. — It is not necessary when the 
floor is smooth, in perfect condition and 
has boards 3 inches or less in width. 
Even then, a 
felt 
underlayment 
generally is recommended. For floors 
with rough surfaces or with wide 
boards that may warp or have some 
open joints, a hardboard or plywood 
underlayment will avoid future trouble. 


Q. _ How do I get the grease from the 
burner grates of our kitchen stove? Is it 
okay to use soap and water? 
A. — Yes. But a better combination is 
baking soda and water. Soak the grate 
in the solution. Scour with dry soda if 
difficult spots remain. 


Q. — I am putting some new wood 
siding on our house. What kind of nails 
should I use? 
A. — Plain steel wire nails may result 
in rust spots on some paints. Your best 
bet is aluminum nails. 


Q. — Can I paint right over the 
woodwork in our living room? Ifs now 
covered with a varnish that is many 
years old. I’d like to use the same oil 
paint on the woodwork as I use on the 
plaster walls. 
A. — Yes, but if there are any glossy 
areas still remaining on the woodwork, 
they should be sanded lightly before 
applying the paint.

Don’t use high nitrogen fertilizers 
because they may cause bulb decay if 
you apply too much at one time. Bone­ 
meal is good because it releases 
nitrogen slowly. 
Apply it at flowering time — about 
three pounds for a 5 by IO garden bed, 
mixed into the soil thoroughly. 
Cut the flowers off when they fade. 
This will prevent seed formation, which 
takes stored food from bulbs. 
After leaves yellow, dig the bulbs 
and store them in a cool place for 
replanting the following season. Dead 
stems and foliage should be destroyed 
since left on the ground they may carry 
disease to new growth the next year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Atomic 
Energy Commission says it is in­ 
vestigating 
the

that 
passengers aboard two Delta Airlines 
flights may have been exposed to 
radiation earlier this month from 
im properly shielded shipm ent 
radioactive materials. 
The AEC said prelim inary 
dications were that the maximum 
possible exposure would not be strong 
enough to cause any im m ediate 
physical problems in the 
average 
person. 
But the agency said it had informed 
the Virginia and Georgia health 
departments of the possible exposures 
and said it was checking to determine 
whether any pregnant women or small 
children were aboard the two flights. 
Pregnant women and small children 
are more susceptible to radiation, an 
AEC spokesman said. 
The AEC said the material — 32 
curies of solid Iridium 192 — was 
shipped from Washington to Atlanta on 
April 5 aboard Delta flight 311 and from 
Atlanta to Baton Rouge, La., on April 6 
aboard Delta flight 585. 
The possible radiation leakage was 
the second such incident on a com­ 
mercial airliner in recent years, the 
AEC said. 
The first incident, also involving 
Delta, occurred Dec. 31, 1971, when a 
shipment of liquid Molybdenum 99, a 
medical isotope, leaked into the cargo 
hold on a Delta jetliner.

NEW YORK (AP) — Former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell has told a federal 
trial jury he wanted to abet and not 
obstruct a Securities and Exchange 
Commission fraud investigation of 
international financier Robert L. 
Vesco. 
“On your oath did you do anything 
during this entire period of time to fix 
or quash the investigation?” he was 
asked Wednesday, shortly after he took 
the witness stand in his own defense. 
“No sir,” replied Mitchell, President 
Nixon’s first attorney general. 
The criminal conspiracy trial of 
Mitchell and former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans was 
recessed Wednesday until next Mon­ 
day, when Mitchell is scheduled to 
resume his testimony. Stans is ex­ 
pected to follow his one-time cabinet 
colleague as a witness. 
Stans and Mitchell are accused of 
obstructing the SEC investigation, in 
return for Vesco’s secret $200,000 cash 
contribution to President Nixon’s 1972 
re-election campaign. 
The two are charged with con­ 
spiracy, obstructing justice and lying 
to a grand jury to cover up the scheme. 
Mitchell was asked by defense at­ 
torney Peter Fleming Jr. if he had 
believed or intended that by asking 
then SEC chairman William J. Casey to 
see Vesco aide Harry L. Sears he was 


‘impeding, obstructing or delaying the 
SEC investigation of Mr. Vesco?” 
“Quite to the contrary, I thought I 
might further it,” Mitchell replied. 
As for being motivated by the Vesco 
campaign 
contribution, 
Mitchell 
testified he never knew of it until six 
months after he intervened with Casey 
— in late August or early September. 
The government had emphasized in 
its case that just five hours after Stans 
accepted the $200,000 on April IO, 1972, 
Mitchell sent Sears to his long awaited 
face-to-face meeting with Casey. 
“We delivered the $200,000 today,” 
Sears 
said 
he 
told 
Mitchell, 
strengthening a government claim that 
not until the money was in hand was 
there any action on Vesco’s behalf. 
Mitchell testified 
he 
had 
no 
recollection of Sears telling him of the 
delivery of the contribution. 
Mitchell also contradicted the 
government testimony of former White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III that he 
was asked by the defendant to call 
Casey in Vesco’s behalf, and ask for aid 
in postponing SEC subpoenas against a 
quartet of Vesco aides.

1 Flying saucer' found on Johnson stamp

BELLEFONTAINE, Ohio (AP) - A 
flying saucer hovers over the U.S. 
Capitol and Mayor William S. Meyer of 
Bellefontaine owns it. 
It's a commemorative 8-cent stamp 
honoring the late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, one of a sheet of 32 Mayer 
bought from a friend. 
One stamp has a flaw that appears to 
be a flying saucer hovering the Capitol 
in the lower corner. It shows above the 
right shoulder of the late president. 
Postm aster 
C.H. 
Hertenstein 
believes it could be the only one like it 
of the 
150 million Johnson com- 
memoratives printed. Meyer said he 
checked persons who bought similar 
sheets and could find none with the 
same defect. 
Hertenstein, also, did some checking 
among a packet of 4,000 similar stamps 
and found none with the defective 
marking. 


MEYER, a former stamp collector, 
said he bought the sheet of stamps from 
Donald Griest, an associate in the local 
American Red Cross chapter. Meyer 
noticed the imperfection almost im­ 
mediately and offered to return the 
stamps. Griest, he said, didn’t want 
them back. 
“I felt bad about taking it,” said the 
mayor. 
Meyer has taken the stamp to several 
stamp shows and he said collectors 
seemed interested. The mayor himself 
stopped collecting about 15 years ago, 
but keeps an eye out for imperfects. 
“I still check stamps for ones like 
these,” he said. ”1 have about a dozen 
defective ones.” 
He has no idea what caused the 
imperfection. Some collectors have

legal aid to Ohio National Guardsmen 
indicted on civil rights violations. 
George C. Smith, Franklin County 
prosecutor and a Republican contender 
for the attorney general’s post said 
Wednesday Ohio Atty. Gen. William 
Brown "overlooked and disregarded 
the law of Ohio when he indicated he 
would not defend them.” 
Plans were announced earlier the 
same day by Rep. M. Joan Douglass, R- 
61, Mansfield, to sponsor an emergency 
bill offering lawyers at state expense to 
the eight men indicted in the Kent State 
Unniversity shootings. 
But Smith says the attorney general 
signed an opinion in 1973 setting a 
precedent on the defense question. 
That Opinion states, “the office of the 
attorney general may defend a state 
highway patrolman who is accused of a 
criminal offense committed in the 
scope of official duties.” 
Smith says there is no difference 
legally in defending a patrolman or 
guardsmen. 
He said the guards were “agents of 
the state, and their orders were to 
restore law and order and maintain 
peace. As agents of the state, they 
should be defended by it. 
“I believe the principle basis for his 
(Brown’s) decision to step aside is 
political,” Smith alleged. 
Stressing that he made no attempt to 
prejudge the innocence of or guilt of the 


indicted guards, Smith said, ‘‘It is a sad 
day for Ohioans when political con­ 
notations 
take 
precedence 
over 
established law.” 
Mrs. Douglass, saying her bill could 
be entered after the filing deadline as 
emergency legislation, said “ I feel the 
guardsmen were intent to protect other 
students .. .” in the May 1970 protests. 
She said the National Guard “could 
fall apart if we don’t back it up.” 
The attorney general’s office is 
advising the eight indicted men to turn 
to the Ohio General Assembly or the 
Sundry Claims board for defense mon­ 
ey.

Nixon’s whirlwind trip through rural 
Michigan revealed considerable anti- 
Nixon feeling beneath a friendly, re­ 
spectful welcome. 
But there was little evidence it will 
affect 
next 
Tuesday’s 
special 
congressional election. 
State Republican Chairman William 
McLaughlin was the only major figure 
in either party to say that Nixon’s 
Wednesday visit could be decisive in 
the contest between Republican James 
Sparling and Democrat J. Robert 
Traxler. 
After speaking to an enthusiastic 
group of 
5,000 at Tri-City Airport 
between the 8th District’s population 
centers of Saginaw and Bay City, Nixon 
flew here by helicopter for a 57-mile 
motorcade through solidly Republican 
towns and hamlets in an area known, 
for its shape, as Michigan’s Thumb. 
Though his reception was generally 
friendly, there were signs at many 
stops 
urging 
his 
impeachment. 
Speeches in Bad Axe, Cass City and 
Sandusky drew only mild applause, 
possibly because few could hear. 
But there were many who said they 
still support the President, who carried 
the area overwhelmingly in 1972. 
“I don’t think he’s as bad as they all 
try to let on,” said John Graham in 
Cass City. “He has done an awful lot of 
good for our country.” 
McLaughlin, eager for a GOP victory 
after the loss Feb. 18 of Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford’s old Grand Rapids 
seat, said Nixon’s visit will have “a 
very dramatic effect on this campaign. 
If we win, there’s no doubt in my mind 
that the President has turned the tide.” 
Though Sparling insisted Nixon 
hadn’t come to campaign for him, the 
President praised Sparling’s work as a 
former White House liaison man. 
Sparling has de-emphasised that 
point, while Traxler has stressed it. 
In his arrival speech Nixon sharply 
criticized the Democra tic-controlled 
Congress for failing to act on three of 
his energy proposals: deregulation of 
natural 
gas, 
easing 
of

emissions standards and expanded use 
of coal.

TORONTO, Canada (AP) - The 
Ontario Appeal Court has rejected a 
suit by former Black Panther Edwin 
Hogan charging false imprisonment 
and conspiracy to violate his civil 
rights. 
Hogan escaped in June 1972 from a 
prison in Columbus, Ohio, where he 
was serving a life term for murder and 
armed robbery. He was captured in 
Toronto, ordered deported and taken 
immediately to Buffalo, N.Y., where he 
was handed over to the FBI. 
Hogan’s suit charged that the 
Canadian immigration department and 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
conspired with the FBI to prevent his 
fighting the deporation order. His at­ 
torney, Charles Roach, claimed that 
Hogan’s speedy exit from the country 
deprived him of an appeal to the im­ 
migration minister to be deported to 
some country other than the United 
States. 
The appeal court, with Chief Justice 
Wilbur Jackett presiding, refused to 
consider Hogan a political fugitive. It 
ruled that the swift deportation did not 
violate the law.

Vietnam aid. 
stirs fight 
in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Armed Services Chairman F. Edward 
Hebert says he will try to help get up to 
$266 million in extra U.S. military aid 
for 
South 
Vietnam. 
But 
he 
acknowledges the move “could be 
interpreted as a subterfuge” by some 
people. 
The Louisiana Democrat told the 
House Wednesday he believes its vote 
last week rejecting a $274 million in­ 
crease in U.S. aid to South Vietnam was 
a mistake. 
Rep. Robert N. Giaimo, D-Conn., 
accused Hebert of indicating he will go 
along with what Giamo charged is an 
attempt by the Pentagon to subvert the 
House vote against the aid boost. 
“The American people are watching 
to make sure there is no hanky-panky 
to subvert the will of Congress...The 
American people have made it clear we 
are tired of this endless involvement in 
Vietnam,” Giaimo said. 
“I do not believe that vote reflected 
the will of the House,” Hebert said. 
“More than 100 members were ab­ 
sent.” 
Hebert’s announcement that he 
hopes to correct the “mistake” in­ 
dicated he will go along with a 
bookkeeping measure, already ap­ 
proved by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, that would permit the 
extra $266 million for South Vietnam. 
The Pentagon would be permitted to 
charge the $266 million off to am­ 
munition and other stocks supplied to 
South Vietnam in past years and thus 
give itself an extra $266 million above 
this year’s ceiling of $1,126 billion in 
U.S. aid to South Vietnam. 
But the full Senate could still reject 
that authority, which has been ap­ 
proved by its Armed Services Com­ 
mittee.

Included in the missing are a mother 
and her three daughters who were 
visiting the Greek registry tanker Elias 
when it erupted in a ball of flame late 
Tuesday. 
One man is officially listed as dead 
and 26 others were either injured or 
treated for exposure. Most of the 26 
leaped from the blazing vessel into 
frigid water, fy. search'for the missing 
was suspended Wednesday night. 
The wreckage, still resting near the 
mooring, is reportedly too hot to be 
entered. A search of the ship is planned 
for Saturday, the Coast Guard said. 
The cause of the explosion which split 
the 650-foot vessel has not been 
determined. 
Among the missing are the ship’s 
captain, Andreas Antoniadis, who at 
the time of the blast was dining aboard 
with his cousin and her three daugh­ 
ters. 
The missing cousin has been iden­ 
tified as Mrs. Matina Mentis, 50, of 
Baltimore. Her missing daughters are 
JoAnn, 18; Maria, 19; and Georgeen, 
13. 
The tanker was unloading crude oil at 
Atlantic Richfield Company’s South 
Philadelphia terminal at the time of the 
blast. A spokesman for the firm said 
that 202,700 of the 216,000 barrels of oil 
had been unloaded.

Pinworms Touch A ll Classes 
We were shocked when our 
doctor told us that one of our 
children has pinworms of the 
intestines. 
We pride ourselves with the 
cleanliness of our home and the 
hygiene we’ve taught our 
children. 
We thought, too, that this 
condition occurs only in warm 
climates where malnutrition is 
rampant 
Can you throw some light on 
the subject of pinworms?

Dear Mrs. B.: 
It 
is 
astonishing 
how 
frequently pinworm infections 
of the intestines do occur. 
The condition is not limited to 
people who live in warm 
climates nor to people whose 
hygiene and nourishment are 
substandard. 
Undoubtedly, the incidence is 
higher under such conditions, 
but even in ^ families whose 
education is high, whose 
nourishment is above standard 
and whose social and economic 
positions are elevated, pinworm 
infections do occur. 
The oxyuris verm icularis 
responsible for pinworm in­ 
fection has no special regard fof 
social status. 
The condition may occur in 
camps and in schools as it is 
passed from one child to 
another. 
Poor 
bathroom 
hygiene is entirely responsible. 
There are many new ex- 
ceUant, safe and effective drugs 


used to clear up the condition. 
Rigid adherence to meticulous 
sanitation is imperative if 
recurrences are to be avoided. 
Hands and fingernails must 
be thoroughly washed with soap 
before each meal. Active 
scrubbing of the hands after 
going to the bathroom is im­ 
portant Separate towels should 
be used by each member of the 
family. Trading of towels at 
school should be avoided.

Dear Mr. L.: 
A cauliflower ear is the result 
of a severe blow to the outer 
ear. The seepage of blood in and 
around the cartilage of the ear 
is responsible for the scar tissue 
and the misshapen appearance. 
It is for this reason that such 
injuries should be treated early, 
in order to evacuate the blood as 
quickly as possible. 
The surgical, cosmetic repair 
of a cauliflower ear depends 
entirely on bow much scar 
tissue has formed and on the 
severity of the distortion.

Troop cuts 
under study 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesinger says the 
Pentagon is considering possible ways 
to cut back the number of U.S. support 
troops in Europe without .reducing the 
U.S. combat posture. 
Schlesinger told reporters Wed­ 
nesday “the prognosis is far more 
favorable than it has been in the recent 
past” for continued U.S political 
support for keeping American troops 
stationed in Europe. 
‘‘We are examining within the 
department the possibility of reducing 
certain support elements in Europe, 
but no reduction whatsoever of our 
combat capabilities,” the defense 
secretary said. 
Schlesinger voiced the comments 
just before a closed meeting with 
Annemarie Renger, president of the 
West German parliament and seven 
other members of the parliament. 
He again stressed that NATO allies 
must be willing to assume their own full 
share in defending Europe. 
He did not indicate how large a 
cutback in support troops was being 
considered. 
The United States has a total of some 
300,000 military men in the European 
area, about 214,000 of them in Ger­ 
many. 
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Set election in Australia 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — 
Governor-General Sir Paul Hasluck 
dissolved both houses of Parliament 
today, and Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam announced that a general 
election will be held May 18. 
Whitlam told a news conference the 
main issue will be the frustration of his 
legislation by-the opposition-controlled 
Senate. It has blocked several 
measures passed by the House of 
Representatives, including Whitlam’s 
health insurance bill. 


The opposition is expected to fight the 
election on the issue of inflation, now 
running at an annual rate of 14 per cent. 
Whitlam, whose Labor party was 
voted into power 16 months ago, said he 
didn’t expect to lose any seats. 
An opinion poll two weeks ago 
predicted victory for the Liberals, 
whose leader, Billy Snedden, provoked 
Whitlam into calling an early election 
by announcing that the opposition 
would vote down the government’s 
appropriation bills in the Senate.

Senate OKs 
wide-range 


disaster relief 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Spurred by 
tornadoes that devastated parts of the 
South and Midwest, the Senate has 
passed a bill broadening federal dis­ 
aster relief. 
The House, however, may not act on 
the legislation until it returns from its 
Easter recess April 22. 
The House leadership has tentatively 
decided against trying to push the bill 
through tpday before the recess begins. 
The Senate unanimously passed the 
bill Wednesday after JSen. Quentin 
Burdick, D-N.D., staved off several 
attempts to amend the measure. 
He warned that the administration 
might withdraw its support of the bill if 
it is burdened by amendments to which 
it objects. 
The Senate rejected an amendment 
by Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., that 
would have made the measure 
retroactive to cover victims of last 
year’s flooding in Nev' England and 
Northeastern states. 
At the urging of Burdick, Sen. Walter 
Huddleston, D-Ky., withdrew another 
amendment that would have reinstated 
a low-interest disaster loan program 
killed by Congress last year with the 
approval of the administration. 
Under that program, the federal 
government did not require repayment 
of up to $5,000 and collected only one 
per cent interest on the balance. 
Current programs provide for full re­ 
payment at 5 per cent interest. 
But the Senate-passed bill would 
provide an additional $5,000 to disaster 
victims who have exhausted all other 
forms of relief but still require more 
aid. 
Seventy-five per cent of the money 
would be supplied by the federal 
government. The balance would come 
from the states, which would ^ad­ 
minister the program.

BLOOMINGBURG - Rail service 
was expected to be restored late today 
on Baltimore and Ohio Railroad (racks 
just outside Bloomingburg where 18 
cars derailed Tuesday night. 
Fayette County Sheriff Donald L. 
Thompson said all but one of the 18 
derailed cars had been returned to the 
tracks by workmen shortly after noon 
today and it is expected that the 
clearing operation will be completed 
within hours. 
Sheriff Thompson said Dickey Road 
is still closed, but once the one car is 
returned to the tracks, the road will be 
opened. 
Coke and coal were spilled along the 
Dickey Road crossing when the 18 cars 
derailed. Railroad officials said the 
eighth car from the engine derailed, 
apparently because of a defective axle- 
coupling bar which holds the wheels on 
the tracks. 
The 32-car train was en route from 
Newark to Cincinnati at the time of the 
derailment. No injuries were reported 
to investigating officers by the five- 
man crew aboard the freight train.
